WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 (AP)— 
Gravely ill, Cordell Hull counseled 
the Big Five powers on his seven- 
ty-fifth birthday today that they 
mist replace “dangerous” differ- 
ences with mutual confidence or 
face “incalculable disaster.” 

The former Secretary of State 
offered his advice even as he car- 
ried on a personal struggle for 
time and health to make a final 
contribution to world peace. 

Hull suffered a stroke Monday 
at the United States Naval Hos- 
pital, where he has been resting 


from the task of compiling his ex- 
periences in public life—a work 
he hopes will not only shed light 
on the past but furnish lessons 
for the future. 

A Navy Department bulletin to- 
day said: 

“Mr. Hull rested very well dur- 
tng the latter pa:it of the night. 
His condition is essentially un- 
changed.” 

In response to questions, a Navy 
official told reporters that Hull 
was consci6bus and was not para- 


lyzed. 
One Road to Peace. 

Hull, for 12 years President 
Roosevelt's Secretary of State, 
Grew -upon experience for his 
birthday statement citing the dif- 
ficulties in the path of interna- 
tional unity, yet expressing con- 
fidence the objective can be at- 
tained if the big powers will only 
co-operate. 

“Only if h nation is united 
within itself Qehind policies de- 
signed to these common interests, 
and only as the nations continu- 
ously co-operate with each otber 
in support of those interests, can 
we assure—for ourselves and for 
those who come after us—efdur- 
ing peace and free institutions,” 
Hull declared. 

Nowhere in his message did Hull 
refer to the post-victory develop- 
ments specifically troubling inter- 
national relations. to the atomic 
bomb, or to the dispute between 
the Western powers and those in 
the immediate zone of Soviet in- 
terest. 

Nor did he mention the dispute 
which led President Truman to 
oust Secretary of Commerce Henry 
Wallace, and subsequently reaf- 
firm Secretary of State Byrnes's 

licy of firmness in relations with 

ussiA, 

Hull's associates sald that the 
former Secretary had worked on 
the statement for nearly half of 
the 20 days he has spent in the 
hospital. He completed it before 
he suffered a light brain hemor- 
rhage Monday. Late yesterday the 
Navy issued a bulletin saying his 
condition had become “more seri- 
ous.”

Many old friends nave been 
asking from time to time for my 
views on the trend of world af- 
fairs. Today, my seventy-fifth 
birthday, presents me with a 
rather unusual occasion for com- 
plying with these requests. It 
also offers me’ a good vantage 
point from which to look ahead.

Supply to Season Purchasers Also—Reserved 
Seat Sale at Park for Others if 
Team Wins Play-Off

World series tickets were 
mailed today to Cardinal boxhold- 
ers and season ticket purchasers 


but the general public will have 
to stand in line for tickets if 
the Cardinals win the pennant at 
Brooklyn tomorrow or Friday. 

Tickets were mailed to box and 
season ticket buyers who request- 
ed seats for the world series, fol- 
lowing yesterday’s Cardinal vic- 
tory in the first game of the 
post-season series with Brooklyn. 

Only after orders from box and 
season ticket holders are filled 
will reserved seats go On sale at 
the Dodier street ticket windows 
at Sportsman's Park. The time 
for sale of tickets to the general 
public, in event the Cardinals win 
the pennant, will be announced 
later, 

Each purchaser must present a 
cashier's check or United States 
postal money order for $37.50 for 
a set of two tickets for each of 
three games. No currency will be 
accepted, nor will mail or tele- 
graph orders be honored. 

The only single-admission seats 
for World Series games will be for 
the bleachers and pavilion and 


will go on saie the morning of 
each game. 

Immediately after yesterday's 4 
to 2 Cardinal victory, President 
Sam Breadon instructed Joseph J. 
Goldschmidt, in charge of ticket 
sales, to begin sending world se- 
ries tickets to box and season 
ticket holders who had requested 
them. 


In response tdé*inquiry from the 
baseball club, season ticket pur- 
chasers who wanted the same 
seats for the world series, had 
sent $37.50 for two tickets for 
each of three world series games. 
If the Cardinals win the National 
League pennant, they will play 
the first, second and, if necessary, 
the sixth and seventh world series 
games here against the Red Sox, 
champions of the American 
League. 

Box-seat holders paid $135 for 
six seats for each of three world 
series games, or $90 for four 
seats. They paid by check. 

Betting odds strongly favored 
the Cardinals to win the Brook- 
lyn series, first of its kind in the 
history of baseball, The  post- 
season play-off was made neces- 
sary when the Cardinals and

SCHACHT SAYS HE 
HAS NO MONEY, NO 
HOME; STAYS IN JAIL 


NUERNBERG, Oct. 2 (AP)— 
Hjalmar Schacht, the German 
financier, spent last night in 
Neurnberg jail and returned there 


again tonight, despite his acquit- 
tal yesterday on war crimes 
charges. 

In company with his wife, he 
conferred during the morning with 
his defense attorney, after which 
he told reporters: 

“First, I have no money, Second, 
I have no ration card. Third, I 
have no home, so where do I go?” 

Officials notified Schacht, to- 
gether with Franz von Papen and 
Hans Fritzsche, who also were 
freed by the tribunal, that they 
could remain in the special prison 
quarters where they spent last 
night if they desired. All returned 
to the jail tonight. 

Attornéys for the three said 
each had been instructed to return 
to his proper domicile. Schacht, 
who has several homes in the 
American zone, wants to go to the 
British zone, his attorney said. 

Von Papen, who has two estates 
in the British zone, has requested 
permission to go there, as has 
Fritzsche, but the United States 
Army has thus far refused to give 
them transportation, 

Fritzsche must return to the 
Russian zone where he had béen 

a prisoner of war. 

The question of whether any, or 
all, of them would face action by

- UERNBERG, Oct. 2—An ef- 
fort by Hermann Goering to brow- 
beat his fellow prisoners into si- 
lence so that they might die as 
heroes in the eyes of the German 
people was disclosed today by 
Nuernberg prison psychologist, Dr. 
G. M. Gilbert |. New York, 


Dr. Gilbert, who has been pre- 

vented by security regulations 
from speaking before, said that 
the prisoners had gpent a night of 
deepest gloom after their sentenc- 
ing yesterday afternoon, They re- 
alize now, he said, that they are 
facing death and prison, in dis- 
grace, 

So far as the military chiefs, 
Field Marshal Wilhelm Keitel and 
Col. Gen. Alfred Jodl were con- 
cerned, they had expected the 
death sentence—but not by hang- 
ing. That, they feel more keenly 
than anything else, according to 
the psychologist. They prefer the 
firing squad, 

“T got the best sentence of all,” 
Goering told Dr. Gilbert as he 
stumbled back to his cell, knowing 
he was going to hang. 

His was a poor attempt to ap- 
pear brave, Dr. Gilbert said. The 
No. 2 Nazi's face was gray, and 
his hands shook. 


The doctor has had daily inter- 
views with the prisoners and has 
kept a record of their reactions. 

From the first, said Dr, Gilbert, 
Goering attempted to exercise his 
old authority over the others. The 
military men rejected him as 
“politician.” The politicians would 
have nothing to do with him on 
the grounds that he represented 
the military. 

This led to Goering'’s gradual 
isolation from both sides. He is, 
Gilbert added, essentially a cow- 
ard who compensated with his 
courtroom heroics for the dope he 
could no longer obtain. In his 
cell he frequently went to pleces. 

Goering rates a high intelligence 
quotient, according to the doctor.

NUERNBERG, Oct, 2 (AP)— 
Lawyers for the 11 condemned 
German war criminals disclosed 
today they intended to appeal to 
the Allied Control Council to 
change the death sentences from 
hhnging to shooting if all other 
pleas for clemency failed. 
The court. of last resort for 
Hermann Goering, Joachim von 
Ribbentrop and the others from 
the ignominy of the hangman's 
rope was formed of the four Ak 
lied generals sitting in Berlin as 
occupation authorities for the 
four zones of Germany. A twelfth 
German, Martin Bormann, be- 
lieved to be dead, was sentenced 
in absentia to be hanged. 

As attorneys drew up their pe 
titions, the four-power commia- 
sion representing the 
cil held an all-day ses 
rangements and details for the 
executions Oct. 16 in Nuernberg, 
once the festival city of the Nazé 
party. They talked also of trans 
porting seven of the war criminals 
to Berlin to start their prison 


terms. 
Jail Guard Redoubled. 

A redoubled force of American 
soldiers surrounded the ancient 
courthouse and jail where the 
convicted men were held, and they 
had orders to shoot to kill on 
provocation. 

A news “blackout” was instl 
tuted at the courthouse and jall. 
Many rumors were started by 
German attorneys, none of which 
could be confirmed or denied by 
an official source, 

One report was that Col. B. C, 
Andrus, chief of the security de- 
tail, had ordered each condemned 


the life sentence given to Rudolf 
Hess, and on the refusal of the 
court to declare the Reich cabinet, 
General Staff and High Command 
as criminal organizations. 


“IT cannot agree with these de- 
cisions,” Nikitchenko wrote, “be- 
cause they do not correspond to 
the evidence embodied in the facts 
of the case and are based on un- 
justified conclusions.” 

One-third of the Russian judge's 
dissenting opinion is devoted to 
Schacht, whom Nikitchenko re- 
gards as one of the chief con- 
spirators against the peace of the 
world and who’ also played a 
“leading, part in the preparation 
and execution of the .common 
criminal plan.” 

Nikitchenko enumerated 
great detail what he regards as 
the former German Finance Min- | 
sister's criminal acts during) a 
period of 12 years. Schacht, /he 
said, established contact with 
mann Goering in 1930, and, 
later, with Adolf Hitler. It wa 
Schacht, the Russian judge con- 
tinued, who organized leading in- 
dustrialists and financiers in sup- | 
port of the Nazi party and the 
elevation of Hitler to the Reich | 
chancellorship.

He was ap- 
pointed Reichminister for the oc-

CRIMES AGAINST PEACE AS 
HEAD OF THE APA. 


Rosenberg was in charge of an 
organization whose agents were 
active in Nazi intrigue in all parts 
of the world. His own reports, 
for example claim that the APA 
was largely responsible for Ro- 
mania's joining the Axis, As head 
of the APA he played an import- 
ant role in the preparation and 
plinning of the attack on Norway. 


Rosenberg, together with Raeder 
was one of the originators of the 
plan for attacking Norway. Rosen- 
berg had become interested in 
Norway as early as June 1939, 
when he conferred with Quisling. 
Quisling had pointed out the im- 
portance of the Norwegian, coast 
in the event of a conflict between 
Germany and Great Britain and 
stated his fears that Great Britain 
might be able to obtain Norwegian 
assistance. Asa result of this con- 
ference, Rosenberg arranged for 
Quisling to collaborate closely with 
the National Socialists and to re- 
ceive political assistance from the 
Nazis. ‘ ' 

When the war broke out, Quis- 
ling began to express fear of 
British intervention in Norway. 
Rosenberg supported this view 
and transmitted to Raeder a plan 
to use Quisling for a coup in Nor- 
way. Rosenberg was instrumental! 
in arranging the conference in 
December 1939, between Hitler and 
Quisling which led to the prepara- 
tion of the attack on Norway and 
at which Hitler promised Quisling 
financial assistance. After these 
conferences Hitler assigned - to 
Rosenberg the political exploita- 
tion of Norway. Two weeks after 
Norway was occupied, Hitler told 
Rosenberg that he had based his 
decision to attack Norway “on the 
continuous warnings of Quisling 
as reported to him by Reichsleiter 
Rosenberg.” 

Rosenberg bears a major re- 
sponsibility for the formulation 
and execution of occupation poll- 
cles in the occupied eastern 
territories, He was informed by 
Hitler on April 2, 1941, of the 
coming attack against the Soviet 
Union, and he agreed to help in 
the capacity of political adviser. 
On April 20, 1941, he was ap- 
pointed commissioner for the 
central control of questions con- 
nected with the east European 
region. In tn gy the plans 
for the occupation he had nu- 
merous conferences with Keitel, 
Raeder, Goering, Funk, Ribben- 
trop and other high Reich 
authorities, 

In April and May 1941, he pre-

pared severa] drafts of instruc- 
tions concerning the setting up of 
the administration in the occu- 
pied eastern territories. On June 
20, 1941, two days before the at- 
tack on the U.S.8S.R., he made a 
speech to his assistants about the 
problems and policies of occupa- 
tion. Rosenberg attended Hitler's 
conference of July 16, 1941, in 
which policies of administration 
and occupation were discussed, On 
July 17, 1941, Hitler appointed 
Rosenberg Reichsminister for the 
occupied eastern territories and 
publicly charged him with respon- 


sibility for civil administration. 


WAR CRIMES AND ORIMES 
AGAINST HUMANITY. 


Rosenberg is responsible for a 
system of organized plunder of 
both public and private property 
throughout the invaded coun- 
tries of Europe. Acting under 
Hitler’s orders of January 1940, 
to set up the Hoheschule, he or- 
ganized and directed the Ein- 
satzstah Rosenberg, which plun- 
dered muséums and _ libraries, 
confiscated art treasures and 
collections and pillaged private 
homes. 

His own reports show the extent 
of the confiscations. In action 
Moebel—instituted in December 
1941, at Rosenberg’s suggestion— 
69,619 Jewish homes were plun- 
deréd in the west, 38,000 of them 
in Paris alone, and it took 26,984 
railroad cars to transport the con- 
fiscated furnishings to Germany. 
As of July 14, 1944, more than 
21,903 art objects, including fa- 
mous paintings and museum 
pieces, had been seized by the 
Einsatastab in the west. 

With his appointment as Reichs- 
minister for occupied eastern ter- 
ritories on July 17, 1941, Rosenberg 
became the supreme authority for 
those areas. He helped to formu- 
late the policies of Germanization, 
exploitation, forced labor, extermi- 
nation of Jews and opponents of 
Nazi rule, and he set up the ad- 
ministration which carried them 
out. He took part in the confer- 
ence of July 16, 1941, in which 
Hitler stated that they were faced 
with the task of cutting up the 
giant cake “according to our 
needs” in order to be able first to 
dominate it, second to administer 
it, and third to exploit it, and 
indicated that ruthless action was 


contemplated. Rosenberg accept- 
ed his appointment the following 
day. , 

Rosenberg had knowledge of the 
brutal treatment and terror to 
which the eastern people were aub- 
jected. He directed that the 
Hague rules of land warfare were 
not applicable in the occupied 
eastern territories. He had know- 
ledge of and took and active part 
in stripping the eastern terri- 
tories of raw materials and food- 
stuffs which were sent to Ger- 
many. He stated that feeding the 
German people was first on the 
list of claims on the east and that 
the Soviet people would suffer 
thereby. 

This directive provided for 
the segregation of Jews. UIlti- 
mately in ghettos his subordi- 
nates engaged in mass killings 
of Jews and pis civil administra- 
tors in the east considered that 
cleansing the eastern occupied 
territories of Jews was neces- 
sary. In December 1941, he 
made the suggestion to Hitler 
that in a case of shooting 100 
hostages, Jews only be used. 


Rosenberg had knowledge of the 
deportation of laborers from the 
east, of the methods of recruiting 
and the transportation horrors and 
of the treatment eastern laborers 
received in the Reich. He gave 
his civil administrators quotas of 
laborers to be sent to the Reich 
which had to be met by what- 
ever means necessary. His signa- 
ture of approval appears on the 
order of June 14, 1944, for the 


apprehension of 40,000 to 50,000 


youths ages 10 to 14 for shipment 
to the Reich. 

Upon occasion Rosenberg ob- 
jected to the excesses and atroci- 
ties committed by his subordi- 
nates, notably in the case of 
Koch but these excesses continued 
and he stayed in office until the 
end. 

CONCLUSION: 

The tribunal finds that Rosen- 
berg is guilty on all four counts. 
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Kaltenbrunner Blamed 
For Exterminating Jews. 


ALTENBRUNNER is indicted 
under counts one, three and 
four. 

He joined the Austrian Nazi 
party and the 8. 8S. in 1932, In 
1938 he became leader of the 8. 
S. in Austria. After the ansch- 
luss he was appointed Austrian 
state secretary for security and, 
when this position was abolished 
in 1941, he was made higher 8. 
S. and police leader, On Jan, 30, 
1943 he was appointed chief of 
the security police and 8. D. and 
head of the Reich security head 
office, a position which had been 
held by Heydrich until his as- 
sassination in June 1943. 

He held the rank of obergrup- 
penfuehrer in the 8. 8. 

CRIMES AGAINST PEACE. 

As leader of the 8.8. in Aus- 
tria Kaltenbrunner was ,active in 
the Nazi intrigue against the 
Schuschnigg government, On the 
night of March 11, 1988, -after 
Goering had ordered Austrian 
National Socialists to seize con- 
trol of the Austrian Government, 
500 Austrian 8S, S. men under Kal- 
tenbrunner’s command surrounded 
the federal chancellery. ACD, a 
special detachment under the 
command of his adjutant, entered 
the federal chancellery while 
Seyss Inquart was negotiating with 
President Miklas. But there is no 
evidence connecting Kaltenbrun- 
ner with plans to wage aggressive 
war on any other front. 

The anschluss, although it was 
an aggressive act, is not charged 
as an Aggressive war and the evi- 
dence against Kaltenbrunner un- 
der count one does not in the 
opinion of the tribunal, show di- 
rect participation in any plan to 
wage such a war. 

WAR CRIMES AND CRIMES 
AGAINST HUMANITY. 
When he became chief of the 
security police and §8.D. and head 
of the RSHA on Jan. 30, 1943, 
Kaltenbrunner took charge of an 
organization which included the 
main offices of the Gestapo, the 
S.D. and the criminal police. As 
chief of the RSHA, Kaltenbrunner 
had authority to order protective 
custody and release from concen- 
tration camps. Orders to this ef- 
fect were normally dent over his 

signature, 

Kaltenbrunner was aware of 
conditions in concentration 
camps. He had undoubtedly 
visited Mauthausen and wit- 
nesses testified that he had seen 
prisoners killed by various 
methods of execution, hanging, 
shooting in the back of the neck 
and gassing, as part of a dem- 
onstration, Kaltenbrunner him- 
self ordered the execution of 
prisoners in those camps and 
his office was used to transmit 
to the camps execution orders 
which originated in Himmler’s 
office. 

At the end of the war Kalten- 
brunner participated in the ar- 
rangements for the evacuation of 
inmates of concentration camps 
and the liquidation of many 0o 
them to prevent them from being 
liberated by the Allied armies. 

During the period in which Kalt- 
enbrunner was head of the RSHA, 
it was engaged in a widespread 
program of war crimes against 
humanity. These crimes included 
the mistreatment and murder of 
prisoners of war. Einsatz Kom- 
mandos operating under the con- 
trol of the Gestapo were engaged 


in the screening of Soviet prison- 
ers of war. Jews, commissars and 
others who were thought to be 
ideologically hostile to the Nazi 
system were reported to. the 
RSHA, which had them trans- 
ferred to a concentration camp 
and murdered, An RSHA order is- 
sued during Kaltenbrunner’s , re- 
gime established the decree under 
which certain escaped prisoners of 
war who were recaptured were 
taken to Mauthausen and shot, 

The order for the execution of 
Commando troops was extended 
by the Gestapo to include para- 
chutists while Kaltenbrunner was 
chief of the RSHA, 

An order signed by Kaltenbrun- 
ner instructed the police not to 
interfere with attacks on bailed 
out Allied flyers in December, 
1944. 

Kaltenbrunner participated in 
the murder of one of the French 
generals held as a prisoner of war 
during the period in which Kal- 
tenbrunner was head of the 
RSHA. The Gestapo and S.D. in 
occupied territories continued the 
murder and ill-treatment of the 
population, using methods which 
included torture and confinement 
in concentration camps, usually 
under orders to which Kaltenbrun- 
ner’s name was signed. The Ges- 
tapo was responsible for enforcing 
a rigid labor discipline on the slave 
laborers and Kaltenbrunner estab- 
lished a series of labor reforma- 


the 8.8. embarked on a slave labor 
program of its own, the Gestapo 
was used to obtain the needed 


concentration camps, 


The RSHA played a leading 
part in the final solution of the 
Jewish question by the extermin- 
ation of the Jews. A special sec- 
tion under the RSHA was es- 
tablished to supervise this pro- 
gram, Under its direction ap- 
proximately 6,000,000 Jews were 
murdered, of which 2,000,000 
were killed by the Einsatzgrup- 
pen and other units of the secur- 
ity police, Kaltenbrunner had 
been informed of the activities 
of these Einsatzgruppen when 
he was a higher S.S. and police 
leader and they continued to 
function after he had become 
chief of the RSHA, The murder 
of approximately 4,000,000 Jews 
in concentration camps has 
heretofore heen described. This 
part of the program was also 
under the supervision of the 
RSHA when Kaltenbrunner was 
head of that organization and 
special missions of the RSHA 
scoured the occupled territories 
and various satellites, arranging 
for the transportation of Jews to 
these extermination institutions. 
Kaltenbrunner was informed of 
these activities. A letter which he 
wrote on June 30, 1944, described 
the shipment to Vienna of 12,000 
Jews for that purpose and directed 
that all who could not work would 
have to be kept in readiness for 
special action, which meant mur- 
der. Kaltenbrunner denied his sig- 
nature to this letter, as he did on 
a very large number of orders to 
which his name was stamped or 
7 Pen and in a few instances writ- 
en. 

Kaltenbrunner has claimed that 
when he took office as chief of 
the security police and as head of 
RSHA he did so pursuant to an 
understanding with Himmler un- 
der which he was to confine his 
activities to matters involving 
foreign intelligence and not to 
assume overall control over the 
activities of the RSHA. 


He claims that the criminal pro- 
gram had been started before his 
assumption of office, that he sel- 
dom knew what was going on and 
that when he was informed he did 
what he could to stop them, It 
is true that he showed a special 
interest iri matters involving for- 
eign intelligence, but he exercised 
control over the activities of the 
RSHA, was aware of the crimes 
it was committing and was an 
active participant in many of 
them. 

CONCLUSION: The _ tribunal 
finds that Kaltenbrunner is not 


guilty on count one. He is guilty 
under counts three and four.

LONDON, Oct. 2 (AP)—London | 
newspapers prominently dispyed 
the story of the sentencing of the 
high Nazi war criminals at Nuern- 
berg today and devoted their edi- 
torial columns to reserved approval 
of the sentences, 

The News Chronicle declared 
that “many will question the fact 
that three of the men indicted 
have escaped entirely... but... 
in an age of anarchy, hatred and 
violence, it is better that this tri- 
bunal should err on the side of re- 
straint than that it should stretch 
the letter of the law which it has 
itself created.” 

The Daily Express said “we have 
read the terrible lesson in poten- 
tialities for evil latent In the hu- 
man heart when men in their ar- 
rogance come to believe that their 
own interests or the interest of 
their state enjoy a sovereignty 
above morals. The Nuernberg 
judgment is an epitome of that 
lesson,” 

The Daily Mirror said “the spirit 
of fascism is still alive in the 
world, It will take more than the 
Nuernberg trial to kill it.” 

The Daily Graphic said “all have 
had a trial of most scrupulous 
fairness. Even in those cases 
where the final sanction of the law 
is to be exacted, their punishment 
is infinitely legs than their des- 
sents.”

ARRESTED IN ALLEGED 
ILLEGAL AUTO DEAL 


Salesman Accused by OPA 
of Charging Over-Ceiling 
Price. 


In a determined effort to break 
up the automobile black market 
here, OPA officials yesterday used 


marked currency and called in city 
detectives to arrest the seller of a 
used car at more than ceiling 
price. 

Elmer J. Moore, used car sales- 
man, was arrested at the lot of the 
Publix Motor Co., 5950 Natural 
Bridge avenue, after Colonel 
Diggs, a Negro, paid $1479 in 
marked money for a 1941 Oldsmo- 
bile coupe carrying a ceiling price 
of $1071. 

The arrest, the first here in an 
automobile price violation, fol- 
lowed a complaint <0 OPA by 
Diggs, who had spent several 
weeks dickering with Moore for 
the purchase of the machine. The 
Publix Co. denied to reporters 
that Moore was its employe, but 
Diggs, who lives in Kinloch, St. 
Louis county, said he and two 
friends, who accompanied him on 
several Occasions, dealt only with 
Moore. * 

William Dahman, automobile en- 
forcement attorney, said the OPA 
is intensifying its efforts to break 
up the black market with the 
assistance of prospective purchas- 
ers, “Anyone receiving a sugges- 
tion that he pay more than the 
ceiling price for a car should re- 
port the offer promptly, and we 
will co-operate as we did in this 
case,” Dahman said. 

Moore, who was booked sus- 
pected of violating OPA regula- 
tions and spent the night in the 
holdover at police headquarters, 
said he is 48 years old and un- 
employed. An information is be- 
ing prepared against him and will 
be submitted to the United States 
Attorney. 


Tavern Owner in Rock Hill Ac- 
cused by OPA of Meat Violations. 


Five charges of violating OPA 
meat regulations were alleged in 
an injunction suit filed in United 
States District Court today 
against Leo H. Fieser, owner of 
the Village Bar, a tavern at 9227 
Manchester road, Rock Hill. 

OPA inspectors, who said they 
learned Fieser had been offering 
carcasses of beef to retail meat 
dealers, paid a surprise visit to 
his tavern Monday and found a 
side of beef hanging strung up 
on a wire in the basement. They 
said Fieser owns a farm but does 
not live on it and is therefore not 
eligible to slaughter animals for 
sale or for his own consumption. 

Today’s suit charges him with 
slaughtering without a _ permit, 
selling beef as a wholesaler with- 
out a license; selling above ceil- 
ing prices, failure to keep OPA 
records and selling ungraded and 
uninspected beef. 

Inspectors said the third charge 
arose from Fieser’s sale of 213 
pounds of ungraded beef at 35 
cents a pound. The wholesale 
ceiling price on this type of beef, 
they said, is 16 cents a pound. Un- 
inspected meat of the type found 
in the tavern, they pointed out, is 
one of the chief sources of sup- 
ply of the black market in this 
area,

3. Leadership qualities ‘could

4. Aptitudes could be estab- 
lished and classified and special 
skills developed. 

5. Every civilian community 
throughout the country would 
in time include a proportion of 
men trained in the latest meth- 
ods of scientific warfare. They 
“would be able to defend and 
assist the community in the 
event of local disasters resulting 
from initjal enemy action, which 
may be*’éxpected in the early 
stages of a war of the future.” 

6. The welfare of the nation 
could be improved through rais- 
ing educational and physical 
standards. 

After the plan is in operation. 
every male citizen would be re- 
quired to register on reaching 
his seventeenth birthday. All reg- 
istrants would enter training on 
reaching the age of 18, or on 
graduation from secondary schocl, 
which ever occurs later, put would 
be subject to induction before 
reaching their twentieth birthday. 
Youths between the ages of 17 and 
18, who have graduated from ser- 
ondary school, could enter train- 
ing with the consent of their 
parents,

atomic age. 

The man who followed the for- 
tunes of naval war from Pear] 
Harbor to bombardment by his 
Third Fleet of the shores of Ja- 
pan assured the Legion in an ad- 
dress that “the possibilities of 
employing a speedy, mobile fleet 
™m an atomic counter-attack are 
very promising.” 

Calling attention to the new 
experiment of removing large 
guns from the battleship Ken- 
tucky and the battle cruiser Ha- 
waii in favor of missile-launch- 
ing devices, the admiral foresaw: 

“From quickly taken positions 
at sea and far from our shores, 
they could launch missiles direct- 
ed at the enemy's launching sites 
with comparative invulnerability 
to themselves” 

Lesson of Bikini. 

Adm. Halsey said the Bikini 
atom bomb tests proved that a 
ship is “a less profitable target” 
than shore installations. 

Secretary of War Robert Pat- 
terson told the Legion that “recent 
and bitter experience” points up 
the lesson that “military weakness 
is nothing but ®n invitation to be 
pushed around and assaulted by 
ambitious dictators.” 

He urged universal military 
training of one year for boys start- 
ing at 18 and the setting up of a 
single department of national de- 
fense. 

“In these days, it is the unarmed 
transport plane, not the flying 
fortress, that gets shot down (an 
obvious reference to the recent 
incident over Yugoslavia.) 

“Weakness is the short, straight 
road to war.” 

The most ungent need now to 
insure our national existence is a 
universal’ military training law, 
Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey told 
the convention. The wartime di- 
rector of Selective Service de- 
clared that “without universal 
military training the supply of 
men for the current needs of our 
armed forces is precarious.” 

“Even those who hope that the 
few can operate atomic bombs 
and biological warfare for the 
benefit of the many are strangely 
silent on the defensive measures 
that must be taught universally 
to us if we are to survive, assum- 
ing our possible enemies have 
some or all of the newer means 
of destruction,” he said.

He 
wrote Hitler, saying: “You can 
count on me to render you effec- 
tive help.” 

As the plenipotentiary general 
eof German war economy, Schacht 
planned and directed the financial 
program which made possible 
German rearmament, and, accord- 
ing to his own admission, played 
an important part in the rearma- 
ment of Germany, the Soviet 
judge said. 

Nikitchenko also charged the 
following: 

Schacht availed himself of the 
Nazi terror in Germany to obtain 
special funds for itary pur- 
poses, having signed “several de- 
ecrees for the plunder of Jewish 
property.” Schacht also had ap- 
pended his signature “to a num- 
ber of anti-Semitic laws.” 

On May 3, 1935, Schacht wrote 
Hitler: “Speedy fulfillment of the 
program for rearmament on a 

‘vast scale is the basis of German 
policy, and therefore everything 
else must be subordinated to this 
task, whose completion must meet 
common obstacles.” In a speech 
on Nov. 29, 1938, the German fi- 
nancial wizard declared the 
Reichsbank's policy had made it 
possible for Germany to build an 
“unrivaled military machine, 
which, in turn, made possible the 
realization of the aims of German 
diplomacy.” 

Schacht also supported the an- 
nexation of foreign lands, and told 
the late William Dodd, then 
American Ambassador to Berlin, 
that such annexation was inevit- 
able—without war, if possible; 
through war, if necessary, pro- 
vided America would not partici- 
pate in it.

Against Czechs. 

Schacht admitted in court that 
military*pressure against Czecho- 
slovakia was “in some measure 
the result and the fruit of my la- 
bor,” and was responsible for the 
seizure of Prague's national bank 
after the occupation of that coun- 
try. 
Schacht congratulated Hitler 
publicly on the conquest of France. 

Schacht resigned as minister 
without portfolio in January 1943, 
because of his “disagreement with 
economic policies for the pursuit 
of wars,” and also because he real- 
ized that, in the coming clash of 
the German military he might 
have wanted to ally himself with 
Hitler’s opposition. Yet he never 
lent his active support to any of 
the groups which were seeking 
Hitler's overthrow. 

For all these reasons, Nikitchen- 
ko concluded, Schacht was one of 
the leading participants in the 
conspiracy to wage aggressive 
wars, and in the Nazi crimes 
against humanity. 

Views on Von Papen. 

Nikitchenko held that Von Pa- 
pen was guilty of paving the way 
for Hitler's rise to the chancellor- 
ship. As the German ambassador 
to Austria, Von Papen kept plead- 
ing for funds to help the Nazis in 
their campaigns, particularly in 
their fight against the Jews. He 
was active in the conspiracy to in- 
vade and occupy Austria, and Jat- 
er, as Ambassador to Turkey, he 
performed his duties so expertly 
in promoting Germany's cause 
that Hitler decorated him for his 
services. 

The Soviet judge charged that 
Von Papen also aided in the 
spread of terror in Germany and 
therefore bears a large share of 
guilt for crimes which Hitler com- 
mitted. 

Nikitchenko held that Rudolf 
Hess is as guilty of anything and 
everything perpetrated by the 
Nazi regime inside and outside of 
Germany as any other leader of 
the Nazi party. 

As for Fritzsche — if only be- 
eause Hitler and all the Nazis re- 
garded radio and press propa- 
ganda as among the most effec- 
«~tive weapons in all of their cam- 
paigns—he should have been ad- 
judged guilty and punished ac- 
cordingly, Nikitchenko argued. 

Nikitchenko contended at some 
length that the Reich cabinet, the 

_ Genera] Staff and the High Com- 
mand, on the basis of evidence 
presented in court, should have 
been declared criminal organiza- 
tions. 

Russian correspondents here 
fully shared Nikitchenko’s views, 
and, in private conversations, ex- 
pressed themselves in language 
that was as decisive as it was

IZVESTIA ASSAILS 


COURT’S ‘SOFTNESS’ 


MOSCOW, Oct. 2 (AP)—Izvestia 
said today the Nuernberg judges 
showed “surprising softness to 
four master criminals” in letting 
Rudolf Hess off with a life sen- 
tence and acquitting Hjalmar 
Schacht, Franz von Papen and 
Hans Fritzsche. 

“Such indulgence of the court 
calls forth perplexity and regret 


the 8.8. and 8.D., which were ad- 
mitted as criminal organizations 
in the sentence. 

“The situation in that the 
judges did not include in this sen- 
tence the Hitler government and 
the German war command was 
without any doubt a serious mis- 
take.” 

Izvestia said, however, that de- 
spite its shortcomings the sen- 
tence would “play its role in the 
cause of the moral and political 
defeat of Fascism and in cleans- 
ing the earth of its poisonous 
roots,” 

It added: 

“The defense stubbornly tried to 
hide the accused behind a stock- 
ade of juridical sophistries. Di- 
verse protectors of Fascism— from 
inmates of the Vatican to the 
hired pens of the Hearst newspa- 
per concern—moblilized all their 
forces in defense of the accused. 
But justice held the upper hand 
over lawlessness and a just cause 
was victorious, 

The Communist party news- 
paper Pravda hailed the Nuern- 
berg convictions as “history's ver- 
dict” to be welcomed by “all hon- 
est people.” 

It said of Justice I. T. Nikitch- 
enko: 

“We understand and ~ support 
his dissenting opinion, since the 
court had at its disposal sufficient 
convincing data proving the hor- 
rible guilt of the defendants.” 

But the editorial added: 

“Even with the recording of the 
dissenting opinion of the Soviet 
judge, it must be stressed that the 
sentence passed on these murder- 
ers at Nuernberg will be appraised 
by all honest people throughout 
the world as a positive achieve- 
ment, 

“It punishes with justice and 
good cause the greatest criminals 
against peace and the good of the 
peoples.” 

Pravda gaid that in the trial 
“our’Allies carried on the military 
co-operation which led to the 
world-historic victory over Hitler- 
ite Germany and militarist Japan” 
and that the sentencing “brings 
to an end a great event of the 
Second World War.” 

It noted that it was “not accli- 
dental” that Japanese war crim-| 
inals also were awaiting their fate 
in Tokyo.

these and other difficulties of the 
transition from war to peace, 
great strains have been placed 
upon that unity of purpose and 
action which was so superbly 
maintained in the critical years 
of the war 

Points of difference among 
nations have tended to loom far 
larger than the incomparably 
broader areas of their common 
interest, 

These are dangerous condi- 
tlons and tendencies, If un- 
checked, they would undermine 
the international unity and co- 
operation so essential to the res- 
toration and maintenance of 
world peace and security and to 
the advancement of human wel- 
fare, Yet their existence is no 
reason for any one to have hesi- 
tation or doubt as to the true 
course to peace and security, 


All of this was not unforeseen. 
The victor nations in the Second 
World War knew all along that 
the end of the conflict would 
bring with it issues and difficul- 
ties which co Id not be evaded. 
But they knew, too, that unless 
all peace-loving nations were pre- 
pared to meet these issues and to 
solve tnese difficulties in a spirit 
of unity and through co-operative 
action, the end of the war might 
well be followed by political and 
economic chaos from which the 
world could not recover for gen- 
erations. ‘ 

As 1 look ahead, it is perfectly 
clear to me that all nations 
must,., with whole-hearted de- 
votion, continue to base their 
relations upon the paramount 
fact that the primary interests 
of each of them alike lie in the 
assuring of its security in a 
world gt peace, and the foster- 
ing, in such a world, of the eco- 
nomic and social well-being of 
its people. They must never fail 
to act on the principle that 
these great common interests 
cannot be attained except by the 
practice of justice and fair deal- 
ing toward each other, and 
through mutual confidence and 
mutual respect, So long as the 
governments and the peoples 
keep their eyes fixed on their 
common interests and are re- 
solved to act in accordance with 
this manifest principle, they will 
find ways to adjust their dif- 
ferences. 

Only if each nation is united 
within itself behind policies de- 
signed to promote these com- 
mon interests, and only as the 
nations continuously co-operate 
with each other in support of 
those interests can we assure— 
for ourselves and for those who 
come after us—enduring peace 
and free institutions. Only thus 
can we have a world order ruled 
by enlightened reason and just 
law rather than by stark terror 
and brute force. 

During the war, our nation and 
each of the other large nations ex- 
erted its share of leadership both 
in effecting wartime unity and in 
laying the foundation of continued 
unity of all peace-loving nations 
in the postwar period. Not sihce 


the darkest days of the war has 
it been so necessary as now for 
the United States, Great Britain, 
the Soviet Union, China, and 
France to work together. A spe- 
cial responsibility still rests upon 
these nations to exercise jointly, 
both inside and outside the United 
Nations Organization and other 
machinery of international ar- 
rangements, world leadership to- 
ward unity and _ co-operation 
among all nations, Achieving and 
maintaining that unity and co- 
operation must continue to be the 
predominant duty of statesman- 
shi 
No matter how laborious the 
task, if the large nations can 
agree .and act together to that 
end, then there is hope that our 
military victories of a year ago 
will be turned into enduring 
peace. Incalculable disaster 
would result if these nations 
should become irreconcilably di- 
vided, either within or among 
themselves, 

There is an overwhelming need 
today for every one of the 
United Nations, whether large or 
small, to keep faith with those 
ideals of a brotherhood of peace, 
justice and freedom which in- 
spirited our wartime unity and 
our wartime efforts to insure 
unity among us after victory. 
All mankind will be eternally 
grateful to those statesmen who 
follow this course unswervingly 
and thus demonstrate their cour- 
age, their ability, and—above 
all—their unylelding devotion to 
peace and humanity at one of 
the most perilous junctures in 
history. I am confident that man 
will not fall his fellow men in 
this crucial test.

DOENITZ PLANNED SUICIDE 
IN CELL MAY 10, REPORT SAYS 


LONDON, Oct. 2 (UP) — A 
Nuernberg dispatch to the Daily 
Telegraph said United States 
Army guards found a rope made 
from knotted bootlaces in the 
cell of Grand Adm. Karl Doenitz 
on the night of May 10. 

“They had been smuggled in to 
him, and it was clear that he 


+ meant to commit suicide,” the dis- 


patch said, 

It also said Christine Schroeder, 
Hitler’s former private secretary 
who was brought into prison as a 
material witness, was found to 
have sewn a tiny brass capsule 
of cyanide into the hem of one 
of her garments. 


U.N. REFUGEE ORGANIZATION 
FUND OF $156,000,000 VOTED 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Oct. 2 
(AP)—The United Nations Eco- 
nomic and Social Counci] today 
unanimously approved a $155,000,- 
000 budget for the proposed Inter- 
national Refugee Organization 
after lopping off approximately 
$100,000,000. 

The vote’ was taken after nearly 
every member of the 18nation 
council reserved the right to raise 
objections to the IRO’s financial 
layout when the parent General 
Assembly receives the report. 
The original! $258,000,000 designed 
to take care-of some 900,000 refu- 
gees and displaced persons when 
UNRRA ends operations next 
June 30 had been assailed as too 
high by the Soviet Union and most 
of the Latin American countries. 
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unanimous vote in its decisions 
and it was assumed that unan- 
imous vote would be required for 
any clemency. It made no ar- 
rangements immediately for re- 
ceiving appeals from the seven 
men‘sentenced to prison terms be- 
cause the cases were not deemed 
urgent. It ruled that the prison 
terms would begin as of Oct. 1, 
the day of sentencing. 

There was considerable ques- 
tioning of the court’s refusal to 
brand the German General Staff 
and High Command as a criminal 
organization.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 (AP)— 
United States military and naval 
power is on the upgrade. It is 
regaining to some ertent the 
ground it lost in the helter-skelter 
of demobilization. The low ebb 
was passed last spring and early 
summer, ° 

That is the opinion of officers 
who are in a position to know. 

But, these officers say, if the 
nation were forced into war in the 
near future, a long period would 
elapse before it could take the of- 
fensive. 

Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, chief 
of naval operations, told the 
House Naval Affairs Committee 
last March that “a minimum of 
3ix months would be required to 
bring the Navy up to its strength 
of last fall.” 

Secretary of War Patterson, 
asked a few weeks ago how long 
it would take the Army to pre- 
pare for major operations, also 
gave six months as his estimate. 

Other top military and naval 
leaders believe it would take much 
longer. 

Naval Officer’s Estimate. 

One naval officer, whose infor- 
mation is authoritative, estimates 
it would take “several years” for 
the Navy to regain the strength 
it had on V-J day. Within a year, 
he reckoned, it could be brought 
to three-fourths of its full 
strength, because it could capital- 
ize quickly on its millions of re- 
cently demobilized veterans and 
its still useful laid-up ships. The 
last 25 per cent of its potential 
strength would be achieved very 
slowly, he believes. 

A War Department officer 
whose job is to plan for all con- 
tingencies feels that the Army 
“could start some kind of offen- 
sive in nine months,” but that it 
would not be capable of “a major, 
sustained attack.” 

Full preparation would take 
much longer, he says, and most 
of the manpower that would be 
available in the first year. of 
mobilization would be needed to 
train recruits so that the Army 
could reach full strength in the 
minimum of time. 

As to what would happen to the 
occupation forces now overseas 
(the European and Pacific the- 
-aters each has about 400,000 
|'troops)—there seems to be no 
doubt in the minds of many of 
the military leaders interviewed 
that they would be able to fight 
only a brief delaying action if 
subjected to a full-scale attack. 

The only support they could ex- 
pect before this country was fully 
mobilized would. be a limited num- 
ber of airborne reinforcements. 
Available in this country now are 
only four divisions, and they are 
in a state of partial training, 


Ships in Fleet Divided. 

Our naval forces are about 
equally divided between the At- 
lantic and Pacific. We have a 
carrier task force in the western 
Pacific and another one in the 
European theater. These, with 
some other units stationed abroad, 
would be immediately available to 
give what support they could and 
to evacuate troops if possible. 

None of the high ranking offi- 
cials interviewéd, however, expects 
War soon. They seem confident 
that present international differ- 
ences will be ironed out, and that 
Russia, the only nation which 
could be a challenge, is not in a 
sound position to fight. 

Its large, well prepared army 
would not be enough to assure it 
of ultimate victory, they feel, al- 
though it probably could achieve 
tremendous initial successes. In 
industry, transport and other lo- 
gistic factors Russia is relatively 
weak, they believe. It has little 
naval power, and its air forces 


tegic operations. 

If these considerations were not 
enough to deter any possibly war- 
minded Russian leaders at the 
present time, they think, the pros- 
pect of bucking the atomic bomb 
would. 

Weapons of Last War. 

Weapons and tactics which this 
nation would use to defend itself 
in the future would be about the 
same as those employed when the 
last war ended, Guided missiles 
and the other new war parapher- 
nalia are still largely in the blue- 
print or testing stages. 

Even in such commonly ac- 
cepted advances as the new super- 
bombers, the B-36 and the B-35, 
we have as yet achieved no tacti- 
We cal advantage. We have only one 
each of these new aircraft. The 
Army has fewer than 6500 jet- 
propelled airplanes, and the Navy 
only recently started testing jet 
planes on carrier decks. 

Our industrial mobilization plan, 
now being written by the Army 
and Navy Munitions Board, will 
be essentially a program to mo- 
was Dilize civilian resources for a war 
"his|Hice the last one. 

There is a popular theory -that 
lene new very long-range aircraft 
ion.”| and pilotless planes make ad- 
vanced bases unnecessary. Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower says, how- 
ever: 

“Our national security demands 
that we surround ourselves with 
a cordon of bases from which our

As for the great fleet of 5928 
ships which the Navy had on 
V-J day, 2847 have been declared 
surplus. Within a year many will 
rot and rust until they have be- 
come useless, They will be sold for 
scrap as conditions warrant. No 
funds are provided for any main- 
tenance. 

The Navy’s strength in August 
-was 642,170, and the Marine Corps 
had 112,560—close to their peace- 
time goal. At the war’s end the 
Navy had 8,406,347 men, including

Under the reciprocity act of 
1943, enacted with a special view 
to the South African situation, 
the Government of India may im- 
pose on the subjects of any Brit- 
ish possession resident in India 
the same or similar disabilities 
and restrictions as those which 
Indians are subjected to within 
that territory.

In Tennessee, Says Observer 


Safety Commissioner 


Testifies He Had No 


Search Warrants to Break Into Homes and 
That He Wouldn’t Get Any in Future— 
No Direct Evidence of Murder Effort.

S THE trial of the twenty-five defendant Negroes of Columbia, 
Tenn., passes into the phase of defense evidence, and as the 


Az of the terrible week of 


last Feb. 25 becomed Clearer, one 


gets more and more puzzled as to why there is a trial. | 
My own feeling on the evidence is one of pity for both whites and 

blacks—pity for those who tortured as much as for those who were 

tortured, and a rather confused and unhappy sense that nobody in 


this matter is at all free. 


These reflections were made 
sharp and deep by the evidence 
of Lynn Bomar, the State Com- 
missioner of Safety, on Thursday, 
and everything that takes place 
in the courtroom serves to con- 
firm it, 

Bomar is a stout, ruddy man 
with a bald head and an irascible 
temper, who appeared to resent 
being in the court at all. He 
repeatedly gave, and even vol- 
unteered, testimony to his own 
violations of the Constitution of 
the United States and of the laws 
of Tennessee. Search warrants, 
habeas corpus and other legalistic 
quibbles apparently meant noth- 
ing to him. He even went 580 
far as to say that he not only 
had no search warrant to break 
into Negro houses last February, 
but that he would not ask: for 
gearch warrants in the future. 
His exact words were: “I won't 
get a search warrant the next 
time either.” 

No Effort to Get Warrant. 

By his own evidence Bomar had 
been in Columbia seven hours be- 
fore he made the first illegal 
search and seizure, but neither 
then nor at any other time in 
the week of terror did he take 
the trouble to obtain the legal 
piece of paper which would give 
him the right to enter and ran- 
sack the homes of American citi- 
zens. 

His explanation for this atti- 
tude is, of course, that he was 
acting in an emergency. Nobody 
could deny there was an emer 
gency in Columbia on the night of 
Feb. 25. A Negro boy named 
James Stephenson had gone into 
a radio shop with his. mother, to 


complain of a repair job, the pill 
for which was $6.75.°A white boy+ 


employed in the shop slapped Mra. 
Stephenson when she argued with 
him, and the Negro boy, recently 
returned from service in the Navy, 
knocked the white boy through 
the plate glass window. 

This started off the old familiar 
story of passion and fear, recip- 
rocal and cumulative, which in 
the normal experience of our Ne- 

fellow citizens in the South 
ate to the peculiarly repulsive 
kind of murder called lynching. 
All this was leaking out at the 
joints of even the state’s evidence, 
in spite of the court's explicit 
ruling against it. And Friday, in 
the testimony of the venerable 
Julius Biair, the 76-year-old Ne- 
gro merchant who is indicted as 
an accessory to attempted mur- 
der, it Was spread on the record 
without objection, To have de- 
nied this old Man, whose life span 
covers the story of so many lynch- 
ings, the right to say why his 
friends and neighbors were ap- 
prehensive on the night of Feb. 
25 would have been difficult even 
for this court. 

When the prosecution rested its 
main case at the end of a night 
session on Thursday, it had pre- 
sented no direct evidence to prove 
that these 25 men had attempted 
to murder anybody. Proof was 
offered of the existence of guns 
and ammunition in the Negro 
business block called Mink Slide, 
much of this proof resulting, of 
course, from the illegal search 
made some hours after the shoot- 
ing which forms the basis of the 
indictment. 

Appearance of Hostages. 

Somebody certainly shot Will 
Willsford, the Columbia City po- 
liceman who—now recovered from 
his injuries—sits in the courtroom 
every day with the prosecuting at- 
torneys. But how and in what 
way he could have been shot by 
these particular 25 men there is 
not the slightest attempt to prove. 
So far as J can tell by looking at 
the record and by listening to the 
ease, there never has been any 
reason given why these 25 men 
were selected to be prosecuted. 
They would sapbear to be, quite 
simply, hostages for the whole 
Negro community. 

For example: in the house of 
James Morton, the undertaker, 12 
men were arrested, all with the 
game access to the same weapons 
seized and described in the court. 
Of these 12 some are defendants 
and some are not. Similarly, four 
men are known to have spirited 
the Stephenson boy away to Nash- 
ville on the night when the terror 
began, but of these two are in- 
dicted and two are not. 

Two other notable peculiarities 
of the state's case stand out. One 
is that the only two weapons the 
state offers in evidence are a 
paratrooper’s carbine with a fold- 
ing stock and a machine gun, 
stated in police evidence to have 
been found in one Negro house 
and one automobile but without 
definite proof of ownership. It is 
not contended that these weapons 
were used to shoot Will Willsford 
or, indeed, that they were used at 
all on that or any other night. 
They are offered as evidence in 
this case, although the crime 
charged in the indictment was 
committed with a shotgun. 

Another curious aspect of the 
prosecution is that five of the 
present defendants have never

Along. with this is the crowning 
anomaly of a court ruling which 
specifically forbids the introduc- 
tion of evidence of previous lynch- 
ings in Columbia to explain why 
the Negroes were frightened when 
a white mob began to form. Asa 
matter of fact, every one of these 
defendants, and all other Negro 
males in Maury county, have well 
in mind the details of the lynch- 
ing in 1933 of Cordie Cheek, a 17- 
year-old-boy, after the grand jury 
had refused to indict him on a 
rape charge. Julius Blair was al- 


| lowed Friday to mention this case 


as a cause of apprehension, and 
even to tell how the lynchers had 
cut up the rope and passed it 
around as souvenirs. One of the 
officials of the town, a witness in 
this case, is associated with the 
other case in evidence which had 
to be put into ‘the record while 
the grand jury was out of the 


room. 

But it is, of course, the social 
situation which dominates ev- 
erything in this and similar trials, 
the social situation and not spe- 
cific evidence of points. of law. 
One aspect of the social situation 
is the eas#@ with which even the 
most stalwart Negro witnesses 
can be upset, confused or thrown 
out of equilibrium by white law- 
yers they have known al! their 
lives. Friday both the court and 
prosecution appeared greatly 
tude,-and one heard very little of 
the barking and shouting ‘that 
Characterized earlier days. The 
court was indeed, definitely cour- 
teous to the defense counsel and 
witnesses, and twice overruled the 
prosecution. The Negro defend- 
ants on the stand were questioned 
with a sort of bland, “old massa” 
benevolence which took one back 
100 years and made the whole 
thing. into a sort of family argu- 
ment on the old plantation. 

One suddenly felt like a total 
stranger when the attorney gen- 
eral and his special prosecutor, 
both great men in Columbia, 
cross-examined Negro defendants 
who have served them all their 
lives. For, of course, this trial! 
must end sometime and whatever 
is left of life for any of these 
Negroes must be lived out in the 
social conditions which exist. 

All of this: makes one wonder 
why we as a nation have never 
yet puzzled out some way of tak- 
ing these recurrent cases out of 
the dreadful inherited miasma of 
local passion and trying them in 
a court which by its nature and 
its safeguards could uphold the 
true greatness of this republic. 
For however deeply and painfully 
the visitors from the North may 
feel the situation of the Negroes 
—up to and including the bitterest 
sorrow for them and with them— 
the fact remains that the white 
people of the South, too, have 
been born into a society of which 
the determining elements were 
established long, long ago.

CARREL’S CHICKEN 
HEART DEAD AFTER 
34 YEARS’ GROWTH 


NEW YORK, Oct. 2 (AP)—The 
Herald Tribune says that Dr. 
Alexis Carrel’s sliver of embry- 
onic chicken heart tissue is dead 
at the age of *34. 

Dr. Carre] began his experiment 
Jan. 17, 1912, at the Rockefeller 
Institute, by placing a piece of 
heart in a test tube and feeding 
it chicken plasma and chicken 
embryo extract to prove that tis- 
sue could be kept alive artifically. 

Every 48 hours the tissue doubled 
in size and every week it had to 
be pruned, washed and trans- 
planted to a new culture medium 
but Dr. Carrel was able to make 
his point at the end of a year or 
so, the Herald Tribune says. 

In 1940, Dr. Carrel put responsi- 
bility for its sustenance on Dr. 
Albert H. Eberling, at the Lederle 
laboratories, Pearl River, N. Y.., 
who nurtured the heart until May 
of this year when he retired and 
the heart, according to the Herald 
Tribune, was discarded.

trouble spot of Europe. It is there that the two most immediate- 
ly critical issues of the moment are looming. The way in which 
these two questions are settled will do much to decide whether any 
real peace is to come from the Paris conference, as well as whether 
the smaller countries are to be guaranteed their freedom and inde- 


pendence, 

The .first of these issues in- 
volves Trieste. At this moment 
it seems likely that the conference 
will confirm, notwithstanding 
Yugoslav opposition, the Italian- 
Yugoslav frontier and the bound- 
aries of the Free Territory of 
Trieste agreed upon by the four 
major powers. But if the confer- 


ence adopts a statute for the Free 
Territory of the kind that Yugo- 
slavia is demanding with the 
backing of Moscow — a statute 
which would effectively eliminate 
all United Nations control over 
the Free Territory and from the 
very outset subject Trieste and 
its surrounding area to Slav 
domination — the last remaining 
hope of the smaller powers of 
central and eastern Europe for 
free access to the West and the 
last remaining chance for a free 
Adriatic would go by the board. 
Example of Danzig.: 

I am convinced that the so- 
called “internationalization” of 
Trieste will not make for stability. 
I believe that from every consid- 
eration of justice and of future 
European peace Trieste should re- 
main under Italian sovereignty. It 
seems to me incredible that the 
present peace-makers should not 
have learned from the tragic ex- 
perience of Danzig that such 
“compromises” as that now 
agreed upon for Trieste must give 
rise almost inevitably to ever-in- 
creasing tension and to an even- 
tual explosion. But if we are to 
have any hope at all that such a 
crisis can be avoided, that as- 
surance will lie in the certainty 
that the United Nations can exer- 
cise an effective control over 
Trieste in the years to come, 

Critical Problem of Greece. 

The other critical issue is the 
continuing problem of Greece. 

The Security Council undoubt- 


edly did the best it could under 
its present ruleg in its handling 
of this question. The full venti- 
lation of the mendacious charges 
against Greece brought forward 
at the instance of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment was altogether tonic. The 
abject failure of Manuilsky to pre- 
sent the slightest shred of evi- 
dence in his attempt to prove that 
Greece “was a menace to world 
peace” made it impossible for So- 
viet propaganda to convince pub- 
lic opinion in the Western democ- 
racies that the Greek Govern- 
ment was taking any measures 
other than those required to pro- 
tect its own borders, to maintain 
internal order and to prevent sub- 
versive elements from receiving 
help from Albania, Yugoslavia 
and Bulgaria. 

But in the interest of world se 
curity this issue should not be al- 
lowed to rest without a full inves- 
tigation of what is going on along 
the Greek frontier,. The resolu- 
tion which the ..merican delegate 
presented to the Security Council 
calling for an investigation of all 
incidents along the northern 
Greek border was exactly what 
was needed.

I have been similarly dismayed to 
see how easily our wartime promises of 
freedom for all men have been discarded 
for the people of the East—as America 
assists concretely in some cases, and 
tacitly in others, in the reymposition of 
the empire slave system. 

Now, to cap the climax, the German 
High Command is acquitted of its guilt 
in the recent mass murder. Mot only ac- 
quitted, but to my mind the verdict was 
made even more intolerable by the ac- 
companying statement that they “were 
a disgrace to the honorable profession of 
arms.” The judges of the international 
tribunal don’t speak for me when they 
describe the profession of mass murder 
as honorable. I don’t think we will have 
made much progress toward permanent 
peace until war and warriors are regard- 
ed as the most dishonorable, despicable 
business and profession in which mah- 
kind can engage. 

Our radio commentators might well 
serve mankind by shelving their cam- 
paign of hatred and suspicion which is 
doing so much to promote disunity and 
World War III, and begin a campaign 
to present war in its true perspective 
and make “nationalism” a dirty word.

When a meat animal has reached mar- 
ket weight it does not just Hie down and 
remain in such a finished state. If the 
farmer stops feeding it, it loses weight— 
and fast. If the farmer continues to 
feed it he simply adds another layer of 
fat, which, for some reason, probably be- 
cause it is scarce, the packer does not 
want. 

Of course, all producers shipped ev- 
erything they could spare during the re- 
eent control-free period. Surely you can’t 
blame them for taking advantage of 
the first break in five years. This de- 
pleted the breeding stock on the farms 
to such an extent that it will be quite 
some time before there is another large 
supply of meat ready for market, ceil- 
ing or no ceiling. There might possibly 
still be some of that meat in the pack- 
ers’ plants, but owing to Mr, Truman’s 
choice, they can’t be expected to take 
a loss.

Hats Off—But 


Hats off to the CIO research experts who 
recently described the alarming concentration 
of financial and economic power in the United 
States. Their well-phrased and persuasive in- 
dictment, published in the Economic Outlook, 
charged that this power is held in eight big 
financial groups. It suggested that public own- 
ership or greater Government regulation may 
be necessary. 

Figures rippled from the experts. Eight large 


banking houses controlled 106 of the, 250 largest 


corporations in 1943-44; 83 per cent of Govern- 
ment-financed industrial facilities were operated 
during the war by 168 of the 250 largest cor- 
porations; 100 of the largest corporations oper- 
‘ated three-fourths of them, and nearly one-half 
were operated by only 25 corporations; if 31 
corporations owned “by the five powerful fami- 
lies” kept Government-owned war facilities, they 
would control 30 per cent of the nation’s indus- 
try. There was much more of the same. 

It is a valuable public service the CIO re- 
search experts have done. But if they continued 
their research they would find that labor, as well 
as capital, has shown some alarming ‘endencies 
toward monopoly. They are twin symptoms of 
an identical disease. Prof. Leo Wolman of’ 
Columbia University wrote recently: 

Whether by intention, or through inad- 
vertence, the crop of labor laws we enacted 
since the middle ’20s and the course of ad- 
ministrative and judicial interpretation have 
become the source of extensive and power- 
ful labor monopolies. 

Like business monopolies, labor combinations 
pursue essentially private objectives and use 
similar methods which are “restrictive, obstruc- 
tive, coercive and costly.” Wolman added: 

As these labor monopolies grow more in- 
clusive and stronger, they tend irresistibly 
to create as their counterpart business 
monopolies, with which they have in the past 
and will in the future make collusive, re- 
strictive wage and price-fixing agreements. 
Perhaps the classic labor monopoly is John L. 

Lewis’s control of the coal miners of the nation. 
Not only does Lewis close or open the mines at 
will, but he used his influence to pass the Guf- 
fey Act, which made a virtual cartel out of what 
had been a highly competitive industry. 

Walter Reuther of the UAW seeks to follow 
Lewis's footsteps. He wants to bargain jointly 
with the whole automobile industry and to fix 
major policies of the industry by joint labor- 
management councils. If he succeeds, it would 
make a cartel in what is now a competitive field. 

A very fine spirit of camaraderie exists be- 
tween the rail unions and the carriers, to 
monopolistic ends. The rail unions usually get 
what they want under the Railway Labor Att. 
In return, they scratch the back of the. carriers. 
For instance, the unions have supported the 


_ Bulwinkle bill, which would exempt railroads 


from the anti-trust laws and thus, according to 
Prof. Herbert Notthrup of New York University, 
“complete the cartelization of the industry.”” 
Petrillo’s monopoly of musicians, and his weird 
and ruthless use of it, are notorious. So is the 
imposition of unneeded stagehands and opera- 
tors in movie theaters. So are the building 
trades’ opposition to modern construction meth- 
ods. One of the greatest monopolistic evils of 
labor is the tendency of some craft unions to- 
ward closed membership—a sort of practice 
which would be attacked in the courts if pur- 


" gued by business or industry. 


Numerous attempts have been made in the 
courts to curb monopolistic practices by labor, 
but these have failed because labor enjoys 
almost complete exemption from the anti-trust 
laws. Even in the extraordinary Hunt case in 
Philadelphia, where a labor combination drove 
a truck line out of business, the Supreme Court, 
in a 5-to-4 decision, held for the union. 

In New York City, the Teamsters’ Union, in 
a celebrated case, attempted to create a monopoly 
of the distribution of produce, and resorted to 
racketeering methods to compel farmers hauling 
their foé6d to market to pay tribute to the union. 
An attempt to break this racket failed in the 
Supreme Court, but the court practically invited 
Congress to supply the remedy. Congress did 


#0 by passage of the Hobbs Anti-Racketeering 


Act. 

But the point need not be illustrated further. 
The charge of concentration of power and trend 
toward monopoly leveled by the CIO research 
experts against finance and industry may also 
be made against labor itself. Two giants, not 
one, are flexing their muscles and matching 
their strength. In the interest of the national 
welfare, both should be curbed. 
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Swastika On the Nightshirt

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Houses for Posterity 

Authorization of 864 more temporary hous- 
ing units for veterans in St. Louis by the Federal 
Public Housing Administration is fine as far as 
it goes. Here is how far it goes: 

A year ago St. Louis was alréady in need of 
several thousand temporary housing units for 
veterans and civilians. Since then, FPHA has 
authorized 1084 housing units to be provided by 
remodeling or new construction, including the 
864 just authorized. 

Of these 1084 housing units, 128 are nearing 
completion, and have been for several months. 
So far, all the FPHA temporary units are paper 
houses, the kind that neither veterans, civilians 
nor magicians can live in. 

This is the record. of accomplishment to date. 
The remodeling of the 128 units which are 
“nearing completion” has been going on since 
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June, At the rate of 128 every five months, the 
864 newly authorized would be ready for occu- 
pancy about the middle of February, 1950. 

Veterans who can’t find a place to live may 
take therefrom what satisfaction they may. A 
little cold. gentlemen, but it’s comfort. 
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Unintelligent Intelligence 

In spite of bitter experience, the United States 
is trying to go it again with a jerry-built foreign 
intelligence. The wartime Office of Strategic 
Services was wonderfully effective. It founded 
a system which should have carried over into 
peace. At the end of the war, however, Presi- 
dent Truman foolishly threw the whole idea away 
and tried something else. And, as Gen, William 
J. Donovan, who headed OSS, said in an arti- 
cle in the Post-Dispatch, the something else is 
not good enough. 

An agency responsible directly to Congress 
and President is needed—a service with the free- 
dom and action of British intelligence, the world’s 
best. It could then be free of the pet ideas which 
infect every ministry of war and foreign affairs. 
Unlike the “service” intelligence arms, it could 
“bank on the presence everywhere of innumer- 
able people of good will who hate oppression and 
domination in all forms.” That is, its agents 


‘could include travelers, experts and observers 


who do not occupy Government positions. 

‘Instead, we have a “co-ordinating” agency, a 
high-sounding National Intelligence Authority— 
“a makeshift intelligence service,” as Gen. Dono- 
van puts it, “honoring in the breach every prin- 
ciple learned so painfully under fire.” The NIA 
is made up of the Secretaries of State, War and 
Navy and the President's Chief of Staff. Its own 
powers are limited. It has all the faults, all 
the blind spots, of administration by amateur 
committees, ~ ; 

The House military affairs investigating com- 
mittee has just expressed its “gratification” at 
this set-up, and declared that all that was needed 
was “co-ordination,” which the President has or- 
dered. It is absolutely wrong. Authority, funds 
and independence are required, too, none of 
which the NIA possesses. 

Gen. Donovan drew the issue very clearly: We 
need either an excellent intelligence establish- 
ment or fantastically expensive peacetime military 
and naval establishments. We have paid with 
blood and treasure for trying to operate with 
neither. We are beginning to repeat the same 
tragic blunders. Is Donovan, the prophet un- 
honored, to be to American intelligence what 
Billy Mitchell was to American military avia- 
tion? 


— = = 
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Who Shall Govern Pacific Islands? 


Time is dragging on without decision as to 
an American policy on control of the Pacific 
islands, previously under Japanese mandate. 
After their administration became a responsi- 
bility of the United States, President Truman 
appointed a special committee consisting of the 
Secretaries of State, War, Navy and the Interior 
to propose an American policy both as to the 
form of the temporary government and eventual 
trusteeship under the UN. Apparently, these 
Cabinet officers met but once and then without 
a representative of the Interior Department. At 
any rate, no action has been taken. 

Experience shows that civilian administration 


is preferable to Army or Navy rule of Pacific 


island populations. Non-military administrators 
seem to pay closer attention to local customs 
and habits and make more of an effort to under- 
stand native ways and practices. They are less 
likely to try to fit the populations they admin- 
ister into conformist molds. It is good to see, 
therefore, that Secretary of the Interior Krug, 
in a letter to the Honolulu Star-Bulletin, has 
come out for civilian administration of these 
Pacific islands. He wrote: 

The principle that the just powers of all 
governments are derived from consent of 
the governed is as old as the United States 
Government itself. I’ve always been a firm 


believer in the fullest measure of local self- 
government for all United States territories 


and dependencies. 

That has been good American doctrine for a 
long time and it will be good for a long time 
to come,

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Hollywood on Guard 


Hollywood's contribution to modern ethics is 
the doctrine of the supreme importance of pleas- 
ing the common taste. A few people have gone 
so far as to suggest that this may have some 
relation to what is known in the trade as “box 
office appeal,” or sometimes the “gross,” but 
every new system of ethics has had its detrac- 
tors. 

The movie colony hitherto has been content 
to enforce its criterion in literature by the in- 
direct—but by no means ineffective—tactic of 
refusing to purchase screen rights to any book 
that does not appeal to the common taste. But 
now a Los Angeles Judge is extending the sanc- 
tions of this literary creed to the field of law. 

Judge Albert S. Guerin has ruled that Edmund 
Wilson’s “Memoirs of Hecate County” may have 
literary merit, but does not “fit the taste of the 
average citizen.” On this principle, largely, he 
rules the book obscene and fines a store $250 
for selling it. 

The author, of course, was at fault in the first 
Place for wasting his time on a book at which 
no Hollywood producer would take a second 
look, when he might have been creating a classic 
like “Forever Amber.” Indeed, if the more inti- 
mate passages of Mr. Wilson’s books were not 
so clinical, but were endowed with the vitality 
of, say, Shakespeare, Zola and the more vivid 
chapters of the Old Testament, things might 
have been different. 

But we have the movie community's verdict 
that the book is obscene and this should suffice, 
For as everyone knows, Hollywood has never 
verged on the obscene or exploited sex in any 
way. Hollywood’s on guard, and how about 
Gypsy Rose Lee, Margie Hart and Jane Russell 
as candidates for a board of censorship? 
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First it was a gazelle boy who would run 50 
miles an hour, and now it is six gazelle boys, 
each of whom can run faster than the preceding 
one.

This year, as Georgia moved toward a 
campaign for Governor, one of the candi- 
dates seized upon the fact that Negroes 
would vote for the first time in many years 
in the Democratic primary, where nomina- 
tion is the equivalent to election. He re- 
duced his campaign to the simple formula 
of yelling “Nigger, Nigger!” 


The Klan came back to life. 


Already it had shown signs of reviving 
in adjacent Tennessee, where it had ab- 
sorbed the remnants of the Silver Shirts, 
and in Michigan, Where. the Black Shirts 
had been powerful and sinister. In Georgia, 
too, the East Point and Oakland City Kla- 
verns began to do business again. 

Officially, the Imperial Wizard and Su- 
preme Emperor of the Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan (Incorporated) had disbanded 
the hooded hoodlums. 


But the Dragons, Titans, Cyclops, Klai-

grapps, Kludds, Terrors, Furies, Genii, Gob- 
ling and Kavaliers laughed at the official 
“disbanding and disrobing” order. The 
“wrecking crews”—informal and highly 
descriptive name provided for the Kavalier 
Klubs—got out their whips.

geet direction, the Attorney General 
of rgia, Eugene Cook, launched an in- 
vestigation of the Klan. He undertook the 
matter thoroughly and courageously, al- 
though he was a candidate for re-election 


,and could expect that Kian influence would 


be thrown against him. 

One of the first witnesses to tell his story 
to the investigators was the Rev. Grady R. 
Kent, formerly pastor of the Church of God 
at East Point. The Rev. Mr. Kent had been 
pitilessly flogged and permanently crippled 
some years before, because he preached 
too long and too loud. 

Today, the State of Georgia is proceed- 
ing against the Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan (Incorporated) because we believe it 
is the duty of a state to protect the rights 
of its citizens. The Klan happens to hold 
its charter and to be domiciled legally in 
Georgia, although our investigation leads 
us to believe that, again as in the 1920s, its 
membership is largest in the Middle West, 
especially in the highly explosive Chicago 
and Detroit areas. 


Brothers Under the Shirt 
We think that if we can revoke the char- 


ter of the organization, the act will serve 
two useful purposes. It will make it more 
difficult for the Klan to functidn on a na- 
tionwide basis and will cut off some of the 
revenues that are being siphoned out of 
suckers and into subversive activities. It 
also will turn the Nght on a dangerous 
native-Fascist group. 

Do not be fooled into a belief that the 
Klan is nothing more than a minor mani- 
festation of violence. The Blackshirts, the 
Brownshirts and the Nightshirts are broth- 
ers under their skins. 

Much of the present leadership of the 
Klan, especially of the resurgent groups in 
Tennessee, Illinois and New Jersey, are 
frankly Fascist. The Georgia and Michi- 
gan-variety, as far as we can tell, is large- 
ly violent, 

While it does not make a great deal 
of difference to the victim personally 
whether he is flogged to death by common 
lawbreakers or by Fascist conspirators, it 
might make a real difference to America 
one day.

When James Came Home 


THE AMERICAN SCENE by Henry James. Edited with 
an introduction by W. H. Auden. (Charles Scribaer’s 
Sons, New York.) ‘ 

The present lively interest in James makes 
this a very opportune reprint. “The Amer 
can Scene,” first published in 1907, but long 
unavailable, sums up James's impressions 
of an America he hadn't revisited since 
1883. It shows him urbanely adept with 
“the great loops thrown out by the lassoes 
of observation.” In the unhurried, har 
monious, contemplative fall of word upon 
word, phrase upon phrase, he proves repeat- 
edly that, as one admirer says, no one is 
more sensitive as a receiver and transmitter 
of impressions, whether of persons or 
places, 

This volume actually describes little more 
than the Eastern Seaboard, from Boston 
and “remarkable, unspeakable” New York 
to Richmond and other portions of the Old 
South. He had seen Chicago, but didn't 
“like” it. He planned another volume, on 
the West and Middle West, but never got 
to it. What he saw, however, he described 
accurately. He did not confuse observation 
and interpretation. Readers who think 
James a colossally snobbish expatriate te 
whom “everything American, whether lit- 
erary or social, was provincial.” will find 
“The American Scene” one of his finest, 
most judicious travel books. 

? . * 

“It was a joke, polished by 
that I was dreadfully at sea about my na- 
tive land,” James wrote in “Essays in Lon- 
don.” His distinguished contemporary, 
Thomas Wentworth Higginson, thought so 
too: “Mr. James's cosmopolitanism is .. . 
limited; to be really cosmopolitan, a man 
must be at home in his own country.” At 
home or not, James, though he felt he could 
scarcely endure an American existence, al- 
ways considered himself a New Yorker. 
Therefore he describes this “hustled and 
hoisted” city intensively, from the Bay and 
the Bowery to the Hazy Hudson and Yid- 
dish Theatricals. 


But all, even*‘if seen, often, with only the 
“single intuitive glance,” is drilliantly lt. 
American place names, he says (the “Presi- 
dential Range,” for one), “minister little te 
the poetry of association.” He notes the 
“overwhelming preponderance of the un- 
mitigated ‘business man’ face.” Football 
shows “the capacity of the American public 
for momentary gregarious emphasis” (cf, 
Time's “gridiots”!)

Grant's Tomb is “a great ratic dem- 
onstration caught in the act, the nakedest 
possible effort to strike the note of the 
august.” Newport, “sacrificing openly to 
the ivory idol—whose name is Leisure,” 
Baltimore houses, “Rows of quaint old la- 
dies seated with their toes tucked up on 
uniform footstools”; houses in Charleston, 
suggesting “byways of some odd Far East 
infected with triumphant women’s rights” 
—the phrases are as germane as seed te 
earth. 

Among his topographic descriptions, that 
of Niagara is superb, ending in a rich 
rhythm. The slow-revolving surface of the 
blue-green stream, he says, “resembles noth- 
ing so much as some ancient palace-pave- 
ment, cracked and scratched by the butts 
of legionary spears and the gold stiffened 
hem of the garments of kings.” There is 
time even fn these days for the greatness 
of literature. And “The American Scene” 
is a significant facet of the greatness of

First Things First 


I 


N all countries men are seeking a new approach to the settle- 
ment of the war and the keeping of the peace. They are aware 
that somehow and somewhere the governments have lost the way 


they promised and intended to take, and have become entangled in 


a snarl of vicious ‘contentions. 


They lost their way when they 
undertook to begin the settlement 
of the World War by dealing first, 
not with the central issues, but 
with the peripheral and secondary 
issues. As all of us should have 
foreseen, as all must now see, it 
has been impossible to settle the 
World War at Trieste or in the 
Balkans, or in Iran. 


The failure to do what every 
previous peace conference has 
done—namely to. deal first with 
the principal enemy states—has 
resulted inevitably in an endless 
series of insoluble minor -crises, 
in the practice by the leading 
powers of a kind of guerrilla 
diplomacy, in more and more 
stubbornness and _ recrimination 
about ever narrower issues. 


No Top Level Talks. 


The fixation of the minds and 
feelings of men upon the second- 
ary, incidental and peripheral 
issues has had profoundly evil 
consequences. The central issues 
have become malignant. For more 
than a year diplomatic relations 
among the victors have, at the 
highest level of authority, been 
in fact suspended. 


We have been brought to the 
idiotic and fantastic condition 
where the British and American 
governments have to guess about 
the policy of Russia by decipher- 
ing, as if it were a cross-ward 
puzzle, an interview by Stalin to 
a British newspaper. Whereas 
Churchill and Roosevelt insisted 
on talking with Stalin, even if 
they had to go to Moscow, Tehe- 
ran or Yalta to talk with him, 
Mr. Attlee and Mr. Truman do 
not talk with anybody, and Mr. 
Bevin and Mr. Byrnes have been 
reduced to talking with Mr. Molo- 
tov. 


The fact that they talk only to 
Mr. Molotov is itself the -proof 


‘that they are not discussing the 


real issue. And they will not get 
beyond Mr. Molotov umtil they in- 
sist on talking about’ the issues 
that only Stalin can talk about, 
that Stalin must talk about. 


Not Peace but a Sword. 


It is quite true, as Field Mar- 
shall Smuts has just said, that 
the heads of states must find a 
way to talk “man to man.” But 
they will find that way only when 
they decide to talk about the is- 
sues that, because they are vital 
and compelling, heads of states 
must talk about. .

These issues are now beginning 
to emerge out of the fog, the dust 
and the smoke that have obscured 
them since the death of Roosevelt 
and the fall of Churchill. They 
are the future of Germany in 
Europe, of China and Japan in 
eastern Asia, and of the strategic 
balance of power in the Middle 
East. When diplomatic relations, 
now suspended at the highest 


levels, are resumed, these are the 
questions which will have to be 
discussed. 

They all raise the same funda- 
mental problem, which is how an 
agreement, which igs mutual, can 
be reached which protects the 
vital interests of all. The pro- 
found disagreement which divides 
the great powers arises out of the 
fact that they expect war, and are 
seeking to settle the German, the 
Middle Eastern and the Far East- 
ern questions for their own stra- 
tegic advantage in that war. 

They are not trying to neutral- 
ize Germany: they are contending 
for the control of Germany. They 
are at each other in the Middle 
East in the knowledge that this 
is the place where decisive blows 
can most certainly be’ dealt either 
way. 

They are entangled in China, un- 
able to let the Chinese resolve 
their own civil conflict, because 
they believe that whichever power 
does not control China in its own 
interest will have China controlled 
against its interest, 


Beating Round the Bush. 


The new approach that men are 
asking for would have to consist 
in approaching these basic con- 
flicts directly, nakedly, and at the 
highest levels of authority. They 
have to be approached and seized 
and forced into discussion and ne- 
gotiation. They cannot be evaded 
either by appeasement and retreat 
or by beating around the bush— 
while we beat our breasts toughly 
and rhetorically and pedantically. 

The formula which we have for- 
gotten in the waking of peace is 
that a world war can be Settled 
only by men of the highest au- 
thority dealing with the main 
issues. When we return to that 
elementary formula, the greatness 
of the issues which are at stake 
will revive in the minds of men, 
now so frustrated and frightened 
and bored, the great conceptions 
of the peace, which the judgment 
of Nuernberg reflects, and that 
almost all men everywhere, when 


they are not diverted, still cherish 
and yearn for in their hearts,

The Nazi revolution and then 
the war interrupted the once- 
powerful current of this movement 
toward economic democracy, In 
it: truest and strongest manifes- 
tation, it has had the non-political 
objective of uniting consumers in 
ownership of the means to pro- 
duce what they must buy and 
sell. 


Victim of Absolutism. 


Co-operation suffered from the 
political absolutism of the left and 
the right where the state took 
over and became supreme in every 
department of life. But both in 
Russia after 1917 and in Germany 
after 1933, the all-powerful state 
discovered it was impossible to 
stamp out the co-operative move- 
ment entirely. 


The distribution syatem built up 
on a democratic basis was so ef- 
fective that it survived revolution 
and dictatorship. But the dicta- 
tors in both countries succeeded 
in transforming the movement s0 
that it was merely a branch of 
the government and no longer in- 
dependent. 

There is still a nominal co-oper- 
ative system surviving in the So- 
viet Union from the extensive de- 
welopment that “existed before 
Bolshevism. These state-controlled 
co-operatives will send a delega- 
tion to Switzerland but, as co-op- 
erative leaders elsewhere know 
very well, their independence will 
be so limited as to be practically 
non-existent. 


Co-Op Boom in America. 


Co-operators in more fortunate 
movement 


Sweden, where it now enrolls 
nearly half the population—have 
been trying since the end of the 
war to help their friends in in- 
vaded countiies to get started 
again. They have made several 
inquiries of the Russians to dis- 
cover the fate of co-operative lead- 
ers in the Baltic states annexed 
by the Soviet Union, but so far 
no word has come back. 

What were once democratic or- 
ganizations, with politics a rela- 
tively unimportant factor, now 
geem to have been taken over for 
political ends.

Oil on Troubled Waters. 


Our State Department has de- 
clared in favor of some form of 
organization which would give all 
nations equal access to world oil 
reserves. This is a recognition of 
two things—first, of the idealistic 
aim of one of the planks of the 
Atlantic Charter; and second, of 
the source of war and imperial- 
istic rivalry inherent in competi- 
tion for the oil reserves in the 
stray corners of the earth, It’s 
possible that a world oil co-opera- 
tive might be a compromise solu- 
tion which would avoid the dan- 
gers of outright ownership by 
various governments. 


We will have to explore such 
possibilities if we are to prevent 
a clash between two absolutes. 
Good intentions and earnest dec- 
larations of faith are not enough. 
That is the eminent virtue of eco- 
nomic co-operation. 

It offers a practical method of 
progress toward wider control in 
either of the patterns that deter- 
mine how men live. It is in direct 
contrast to the philosophy which 
holds that one pattern is predes- 
tined to prevail throughout the 
world without regard to human 
indifferences, human likes and de- 


SCHOOL GROUP FAVORS 
NCW ARITHMETIC PLAN 


Would Replace Course 
Adopted in 1937 — Stresses 
Drill, Uniformity of Method. 


A new course of study for arith- 
metic in the elementary schools 
Was approved by the instruction 
committee of the Board of Educa- 
tion last night. One of a series 


of new courses being prepared 
for the St. Louis public schools, 
it replaces a course adopted in 
1937. 


The course was drawn up by 
a committee of 13 teachers from 
the public schools and the teach- 
ers’ colleges. In recommending 
its adoption, Phillip J. Hickey, su- 
perintendent of instruction, said: 
“Through ‘iJis new course of 
study we hope to see significant 
gains in the field of arithmetic 
comparable to the positive prog- 
ress we have made in the field 
of reading.” 

Members of the committee which 
drafted it explained that the 
course is closely correlated with 
a series of text books recently 
adopted, that it emphasizes drill 
and sets up uniform methods for 
working certain types of arith- 
metic problems. Whereas’ two 
different methods of subtraction 
have been taught in different 
schools, the course makes the 
“borrowing” method standard. 

Short division is not taught in 
the course. Dr, Jesse Osborn of 
Harris Teachers .College, a mem- 
ber of the committee, explained 
that better results are obtained 
by teaching only one method of 
division, and requiring that prob- 
lems involving a one-unit divisor 
be worked out through all the 
steps of long division. Some 
pupils, he said, are not able to 
carry in their heads the figures 
necessary to do short division. 

A section devoted to descrip- 
tions of arithmetic games is ap- 
pended, as are bibliographies for 
children and teachers.

Asked to express his views on 
the outcome of civil war, Mao de- 
clared: “If the American Govern- 
ment gives up its present policy 
of one-sided aid to Generalissimo 
Chiang, withdraws American troops 
from China and carries out the 
agreement of the three power con- 
ference in Moscow, civil war cer- 
tainly will come to an early end; 
otherwise, it probably will become 
a prolonged war. As a result it 
is certain the Chinese people will 
suffer, but, on the other hand, 
they will surely unite together to 
defend their own existence and 
settle their own fate. 

“However difficult it may be, 
the task of the Chinese people 
for independence, peace and de- 
mocracy certainly will be re- 
alized. It is impossible for any 
“domestic or foreign oppressive 
force to check the realization of 
such a task.”

Interesting Visit 
With a Bird Expert

E have a notebook at Possum Trot in which 

Mama lists the expiration dates of the all- 

too-many magazines for which we subscribe; 

Bnd one of our toughest jobs, as those dates 

roll round, is to de- 

cide whether we get 

enough out of the 

publication under 

consideration to 

make that subscrip- 

XX “aca Ay tion worth renew- 

ing. It takes more 

time than one 

might think, for 

there must be 40 of 

50 of them—week- 

lies, monthliies, 

quarterlies — and 

many are the publi- 

cations of organiza- 

tions to which we 

belong. They cover, 

as one might expect, such fields as farming, 

bee-keeping, forestry, ornithology, natural history, 

fronservation, hunting and fishing, literature, writ- 

ing, news, photography, politics and just plain 

fiction. It is hard to cut any of them from the 

eee all cover fields in which we're interested. 

ut One we never have any troub'’e deciding to 

renew is Natural History, publishd by the Ameri- 

tan Museum of Natural History. The articles 

jn this publication are always interesting. They 

yange the world and run the gamut of the 

fatural sciences in subject :natter. More than 

that—and this is particularl) interesting to me, 

tho’for some 20 years was concerned with the 

goblem of making printed matter easy to read 

—the magazine is beautifully designed, illustrated 
and printed. 
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IN THE CURRENT ISSUE of Natural History 
we read an interesting story by James P. Chapin 
who, during the war, solved a number of difficult 
problems for the armed forces. This particular 
protiem had to do with the countless number of 
birds which frequent the rocky shores of Ascen- 
rion Island, where we had built a big air base 
as a stopping point on the long 10p*from South 
America to Africa. These birds, which included 
frigate-birds, boobies, tropic-birds and noddies, 
nested on the island and always rose in rreat 
clouds whenever a plane arrived or took off.. 
They constituted a real danger to tlie pilots. Dr. 
Chapin finally found a way to force the birds 
to move to a different part of the island, thus 
saving both birds and aviators, then proceeded 
on his way to Africa on another mission. When 
Jerry and Fannie Cook called last week and said 
they had some interesting ornithological friends 
whom they'd like us to meet—and whose name 
was Chapin—we didn’t immediately establish the 
connection. But we did have an intensely en- 
joyable evening. Dr. Chapin is ornithological 
curator for the American Museum, a thorough- 
going scientist, a linguist, a world traveler who 
has spent many years in Africa and, besides 
that, he and his wife are exceedingly human and 
delightful people. Both they and the Cooks ar- 
rived at Possum Trot with their bird glasses, 
aithough.we got so interested in talking that 
there was small opportunity to use them. The 
night hawks were flying above the terrace—late 
comers in the southern migration, since their 
numbers are much fewer than two weeks ago— 
and Dr. Chapin recalled the “night hawk ‘merry- 
go-round,” which I have seen just once, down on 
the Current river in September. 
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WE COULD FIND NOTHING in which he was 
not interested —the Indian “points” we find in 
our valley, stories of the old lead and tiff mines 
down in Washington county, the tale of Dr, 
Sappington and his “fever pills” which intro- 
cuced quinine to the valleys of Missouri when 
the Anopheles mosquito was commoner than to- 
day and the ague or “shakes” was a common 
silment. Even our big garden spider who spins 
her web nightly at the back door and the pet 
toad on the terrace caught his active eye and 
brought out of his pocket a small magnifying 
glass for a closer study. He showed us the mild 
poison which the toad exudes as a protection 
when disturbed and stated, without confirmation 
from me, that it tasted exactly like quinine. The 
ofily trouble with such a visit, of course, is that 
the conversation becomes genera] so that you 
never hear half enough—and that the visit ends 
too soon. A week with the Chapins might be 
jong enough to get to know them and hear at: 
jeast a small part of their adventures.

ANOTHER RECENT OCCURRENCE is the 
arrival of a letter from our friend “Ding” Dar- 
ling of Des Moines—noted cartoonist and con- 
servationist and former head of the Biological 
Survey. I'll quote part of his letter which should 
be of interest to sportsmen and conservationists: 


“Dear Len,” he says, “You are darned right. 
Eroding soi] has done more to spoil the environ- 
ment for-game fish in the middle west than even 
the much talked of pollution. Sportsmen who 
pray for better fishing and deplore the efforts of 
their fish and game departments, overlook the 
greatest enemy to their chosen sport: i.e., mud 
washed from farm fields and gravel from the 
deforested hills, to. be deposited in the beds of 
streams and lakes: smothering vegetation, de- 
etroying spawning beds and furnishing the chief 
contributor to blue-green algae, nature's noxious 
substitute for the broad-leafed aquatic plants 
buried under the silt. 
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“WATCH THE DETERIORATION of the so-— 


called lakes created by the epidemic of big dams 
which are blocking our major rivers and their 
tributaries. First the game fish population bulges 
—then recedes to nothing but rough fish. This 
recession coincides with silt deposits. Fluctuat- 
ing water ievels help, but siltation is the great- 
est enemy. 


“Sportsmen weep in their beer and howl about 
fishing—but how many ever really tie in with 
the men and organizations campaigning for ero- 
sion control, good soil management, reforestation 
of the watersheds, contour plowing and keeping 
the mud and gravel out of the waters? Hardly 
any. -We can’t have fish—or game either—with- 
out good soil management. It would make a 
wonderful team if sportsmen and soil conserva- 
oR y would pul] together in double harness.”

W HEN water stands too long 
Won codfish, it will be impos- 
W sible to make good tasting 
balls. The exces salt must be 
soaked out, but not at the expense 
of removing the flavor and. food 
value. Cutting the fish into many 
pieces and soaking it for hours 
robs the fish of both flavor and 
soluble protein, Leave the cod in 
as large pieces as possible. Bare- 
ly cover with cold water and let 
stand at least three but never 
longer than four hours. When 
drained, enough salt remains to 
season both the fish and the pota- 
toes to be cooked with it. An- 
other place where error often 
creeps in is in preparing the po- 
tatoes—cutting them up fine, add- 
ing excess water and then drain- 
ing off the water that contains 
much flavor and food value. When 
medium potatoes are used, they 
should be left whole. Large ones 
should be split in half. When the 
fish is laid on top of the potatoes 
and water is added until it bare- 
ly comes to the top of the pota- 
toes, that should be just enough to 
cook the potatoes tender and dry 
if the pan is covered. This treat- 
ment gives rich potato and fish 
flavor, The best way to produce 
attractive, fragile appearing balls 
is to shape them with a fork, leav- 
ing the surface rough with wisps 
of fish protruding in all directions. 
When fried, these balls have a 
delicate intriguing surface that 
makes them most appealing. 
Codfish Balls. 

One half pound frozen or dried 
salt codfish, four medium boiling 
potatoes, three tablespoons milk, 
one tablespoon butter, two eggs, 
well beaten; salt and pepper to 
taste, deep fat for frying. Cut 
codfish into several pieces and 
place in saucepan over peeled and 
quartered potatoes. (If dried cod 
is used, it must be “freshened” 
first in cold water for three or 
four hours, changing the water 
every hour). Barely cover with 
boiling water, bring to a boil, re- 
duce heat, cover and simmer until 
potatoes are tender, about 20 
minutes. Drain off any liquid that 
remains. Mash potatoes and cod- 
fish together, add milk and but- 
ter and whip until smooth and 
fluffy. Add the eggs and beat 
well. Season to taste with salt and 
pepper. If desired, one fourth 
teaspoon of fennel‘or other herb 
seasoning May be added. With a 
fork, form mixture into rough ir- 
regular balls, letting the shreds 
of codfish fringe out from the 
“ball.” Fry until golden brown 
in deep fat heated to 375 degrees. 
Drain on absorbent paper and 
serve hot with parsley sauce made 
by adding one third cup finely 
cut parsley to one and one half 
cups seasoned medium white 
sauce. Four servings.

BREAKFAST — Bananas with 
cream, scrambled eggs, ham slice. 

LUNCHEON ~— Fried tomato 
sandwich, corn on the cob, Melba 
toast, chocolate eclairs (bought). 

DINNER — Codfish balls, escal- 
loped tomatoes, corn and green 
pepper slaw, bread and butter, 
baked apple with raisins. 

Fried Tomato Sandwich. 

Peel four medium tomatoes, 
slice each crosswise ‘into four 
slices. Combine one cup cottage 
cheese, one etablespoon finely 
chopped chives or green onion 
tops and one fourth teaspoon salt. 
Spread a spoonful of cottage 
cheese mixture on half the slices, 
top with remaining slices, sand- 
wich fashion. Combine two eggs, 
‘beaten, and one tablespoon milk. 
Dip the tomato sandwiches into 
the egg mixture, then into one 
cup fine cracker crumbs. Fry in 
one fourth cup hot butter'or mar- 
garine until golden brown on both 
sides and hot through (about four 
minutes). Turn with wide spatula 
to avoid breaking sandwiches. 
Serve hot. Four servings. Serve 
each child four cups of milk to 
drink and each adult two cups in 
addition to that used in today’s 
menus,

NYONE of my age, living in 
Aw country, should make 

friends with David Grayson 
through his “Adventures.” He 
wrote “Adventures in Content- 
ment,” “Adventures in Friendship,” 
“Adventures in Solitude” and “Ad- 
ventures in Understanding,” as 
well as many other books. You 
need to have a few years behind 
you, perhaps, really to enjoy these 
“Adventures,” but every now and 
then, there comes a quiet evening 
when I sit before the fire and re- 
read just a few. 

Last night it was “The Man 
Afraid” in the volume “Adventures 
in Understanding.” I1 enjoy the 
spirit that took Mr. Grayson to 
visit the man who had written him 
a letter—probably because, every 
now and then, I myself am moved 
to do something of the kind and 
have exactly the same sinking of 
the heart as Mr. Grayson had on 
entering the letter-writer’s office. 
The letter had conveyed to him 
the man’s fear of life, and he 
wanted to tell him that that fear 
was the first fear to be overcome. 

One must be friends with one- 
self before one can achieve con- 
tentment and courage, and one 
must understand that living is an 
adventure—an adventure that can 
only be savored by the courageous. 
There is, of course, no such thing 
as real security for anyone in the 
world. There may be sorrow and 
suffering around the corner for 
anyone at any time. Nevertheless, 
life is worth living and it is worth 
while to love, even though that 
very love mav bring you suffering. 
All of these things David Grayson 
said to the man who wrote him a 
letter. 

Not long ago, a voung man 
wrote me a letter and I sensed 
that life was getting him down. 
On, impulse, I asked him to come 
and see me. Ido not know that 
it did him any good, but I en- 
joyed meeting him. I had a deep 
admiration for the way in which 
he had met difficulties, and I 
felt that he and his wife must be 
a very gallant young couple. iI 
hope that things began to break 
better for him after he left me, 
for when you trust life and face 
it four-square, there should be 


breaks in the clouds before it gets 
to be a bitter grind from which 
all hope has gone. 

That is one of the things I 
dread for the young men back 
from the war. While away, they 
dreamed of a, land of opportunity 
where everything would be easy, 
and they have come back to a 
land where there may be oppor- 
tunity but where the mere busi- 
ness of living is made almost in- 
tolerably difficult for many of 
them.

In older people, this disease is 
usually milder than in young 
people, but this may turn out to 
be a real disadvantage since it 
sometimes prog: ‘ses to a criti- 
ca] stage before its victims seek 
help from their doctor. 

Then, too, as a person grows 
older, the lungs are affected by a 
number of other conditions which 
may net only give tuberculosis a 
chance to get started but which 
also hides it when it is present.

VARIOUS TYPES of dusts and 
tiny metal particles may be 
breathed into the lungs. Infec- 
tions with many different kinds 
of germs may occur. All of these 
things may result in changes in 
the lining membrane over the 
lung or pleura or there may be 
deposits of lime salts in the lung 
tissues, and the formation of scar 
tissue. 

Hence, when symptoms occur 
which indicate some _ disorder 
affecting the lungs, a diagnosis 
of tuberculosis should not be 
made without sufficient evidence. 
The symptoms of these lung in- 
fections include cough, the bring- 
ing up of sputum, perhaps the 
coughing up of blood pain in 
the chest, fever, rapid pulse and 
loss of weight. 

No matter how prolonged or 
severe these symptoms may be, it 
must be remembered that tuber- 
culosis is only one of the possible 
causes. Other causes include lung 
tumors and infections besides tu- 
berculosis.

THE ABSOLUTELY § certain 
method of diagnosing tuberculosis 
is to find the tubercle germs in 
the sputum. Of course, there are 
other things which may make the 
physician suspicious that the dis- 
ease is present, such as the find- 
ings in the X-ray plate of the 
lung. 

It is true that tuberculosis in 
elderly persons maw not be as 
severe as it is in younger ones. 
However, the germs may 0be 
passed on from older people to 
young adults or to children and 
the germs are just as capable of 
causing severe disease in these 
young persons as are germs ac- 
quired from some more acutely 
infected individual.

‘Reform the Prison Guards First’ 
New Approach by Staff Is First Step in Prison Reform, Says Adviser 


By Virginia Irwin 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Oct. 1. 


FEW months ago, Isaac Gur- 
man, executive director of the 
St. Louis Bureau for Men, ad- 
viser and consultant to the state 
probation and parole board and 
sociologist to the Missouri State 
Penitentiary, started work on an 
idea he had long cherished. Gur- 
man’s idea came from a realiza- 
tion that there was considerable 
need for an educational program 
aimed, not at the convicts of the 
big house, but at the staff itself 
of the State Pen here in Jefferson 
City. In a program of 11 semi- 
nars stretching over a period of 
some six months, Gurman hopes 
to get over to the hired help of 
the big house that it is part of 
their duty to treat the convicts 
under their care in such a way 
that a burglar, safe-blower, wife- 
murderer or chicken thief comes 
out of the pen a better man than 
when he went in. So far two of 
the 11 seminars have been held. 
“It is my hope,” says Gurman, 
“that through these lectures the 
staff of the penitentiary will ab- 


sorb some awareness of the fact. 


that ‘the penitentiary has some 
potentialities for building . good 
citizens out of convicts. Ninety- 
seven per cent of all men who are 
sentenced to the penitentiary are 
eventually returned to the com- 
munity and it is to the commun- 
ity’s interest that we do every- 
thing possible in our power to 
help these men return to private 
life in a state of mind that will 
allow them to take their places 
with their fellow men, rather than 
in a state of mind where they 
hate everything that stands for 
law and order and with a deter- 
mination to get revenge for what 
has happened to them in the pen- 
itentiary.” 

Beginning with this educational 
program for the staff and admin- 
istrative officials, Gurman hopes 
that some of the ideas he is ad- 
vancing, with the complete co 
operation of Col, Thos. E, White- 
cotton, director of the Missouri 
State Penitentiary, will eventually 
seep down through to the some 
200 guards of the big house. 

“It isn’t so much that these 
guards need to be taught what to 
do as what not to do,” Gurman 
explains. “If the guards know 
what not to do in their contacts 
with the prisoners, such as push- 
ing the convicts around for every 
little infraction of the rules, you're 
going to avoid the building up of 
a lot of resentment among the 
convicts.” 

Under the present system, there 
is no provision for the training of 
guards before they take up their 
duties at the pen. Most of them 
are retired farmers, who with past 
savings or income from the rent- 
ing of their farms, are able to live 
on the absurdly low salary of $135. 
a month now paid to prison 
guards. 

“Among prison employes of all 
degrees of salary and responsibil- 
ity you will find pretty much what 


‘ you'd find in any cross-section of 


our population,” says Gurman. 
“There are two schools of thought 
among them. One school of 
thought would kill the convict 
with kindness; the other would 
have every convict beaten before 
breakfast.”

URMAN points out that we 
(5 nave made great strides in the 

science of penology since the 
days when every prisoner’s head 
was shaved and convicts did the 
lockstep marching to and from 
meals. But he believes that we 
are a disgracefully long way from 
having anything like a _ perfect 
penal system, even after 150 years 
of reforms. The great problem in 
any penitentiary today, he says, is 
idleness. A judge sentences a wife- 
murderer to a lifetime of hard 
labor and yet under the present 
penal system no convict works 
more than an average of two hours 
a day. There simply is no pro- 
vision within the penitentiary for 
enough work to keep convicts 
busy. 

“Private industry will fight the 
extension of prison industries,” 
Gurman says, “but I believe that 
more work must be found to keep 
convicts busy and out of mischief

within the walls by extending the 
system of state prison farms, by 
organizing mobile convict units 
for fixing state roads, and by set- 
ting up prison industries that 
would manufacture: products for 
state use only, like furniture for 
state offices and various things 
needed by state eleemosynary in- 
stitutions.” 

The subject of prison industries 
will be taken up in the next sem- 
inar which Gurman will conduct 
at Jefferson City. Other subjects 
will be “The Cost of Penal Sys- 
tems in the U. S. and in Missouri,” 
“Prison Visiting and Letter Writ- 
ing,” “Alcohol and Crime,” and 
“Educational Programs in Amer- 
ican Prisons.” Already Gurman 
has Jectured on the antecedents of 
the penitentiary system and re- 
viewed the history of the penal 
system in America. 

On the subject of prison visiting 
and letter writing, Gurman says 
that he does not believe in con- 
victs visiting with their families 
and friends through wire mesh. 
He points out that some prisoners 
at Jefferson City have never been 
able to touch their own children. 
A baby is born to a man after he 
enters the penitentiary, and if he 
is serving a long sentence, that 
baby will be grown before the 
father is ever able to touch it or 
hold it on his .knee. Gurman re- 
gards this practice as just plain 
ridiculous. And to those who 
scream that wire mesh can pre- 
vent family and friends from slip- 
ping the prisoner a saw or a gun, 


Gurman says that no man could 
saw his way out of a present-day 
prison and that if he is deter- 
mined on escape, a guard can 
sometimes be bribed to provide 
the gun. 

Under the present rules, in- 
mates of the big house are al- 
lowed to write only two letters a 
week. Gurman says any sugges- 
tion that this rule be relaxed al: 
ways brings a howl that it would 
mean an increase in staff needed 
to censor convict’s letters, 

“If a bigger staff is needed to 
censor letters then let’s have a 
bigger staff to censor letters,” he 
says. “There’s nothing does a man 
more good than sitting down and 
getting things off his chest in a 
letter. It's a good release for the 
pent-up bitterness that so many 
convicts feel in the pen.”

URMAN points out that a 
(| prison sentence is always emo- 

tional and not physical punish- 
ment. 

“There's nothing physically ter- 
rible about being in the pen,” he 
says. “At Jefferson City the men 
are well fed, they lead an easy 
life with very little work and 
they aren't beaten. But it’s a 
damn bad emotional experience 
for any type of man. The dull, 
pokey individual finds being in 
the big house just one more in- 
cident in a damn dull life. The 
man with a sense of pride, who 
wants to be liked and respected 
but who lands in jail has that 
pride hurt and suffers emotional- 


ly according to his degree ot 
pride. With neither of these types 
are you accomplishing anything 
by denying them the privilege of 
seeing and touching their fami- 
lies, of limiting them to two let- 
ters a week, and in general sub- 
jecting them to the stupid treat- 
ment they receive from guards 
#ho are hired, not on merit, but 
simply because it’s a tough job 
to find men who will work for 
$135 a month.” 

In Gurman’s work at the St. 
Louis Bureau for Men, he gets 
a great many convicts after they 
get out of Jefferson City and are 
t started again, s0 
he reasoned that it might be a 
smart idea to do some work while 
these men are still confined. 

“The main thing,” he says, “is 
to avoid making these men anti- 
everything by pushing them 
around while they’re in prison. 
Treat them like human beings. 
The mere fact that they’re in 
prison is punishmcnt enough. 
There’s no use treating them in 
a stupid manner that does noth- 
ing but build up resentment in 
their souls and make them deter- 
mined to get their revenge when 
they get out.” 

Forty-two years old, Gurman 
has been interested in and doing 
work in penology for the past 15 
years. His interest started when 
he was teaching in Manila, P. L., 
and visited the famous Bilibid 
prison there. He says that at 
least 10 per cent of all men who 
apply to the Bureau of Men for 
help are ex-cons. 


“T know,” he says smilingly, 
“that a lot of people will scream 
when I say that my sympathy is 
all on the side of the convicts. 
But you can’t give much of a 
hang what people think when 
you've seen the suffering I've 
seen among these men. After all 
what can you expect their atti- 
tude :to be when they get out?” 
They’re arrested and, no matter 
what anybody says, they get a 
pretty good working over by the 
police, If they’re poor, they plead 
guilty after bargaining with the 
prosecuting attorney. They're 
held in a filthy jail and subjected 
to all sorts of indignities and 
then they finally wind up in the 
pen where they’re not abused but 
just treated like so many animals 
by a lot of guards who don’t 
know as much about their job as 
I do about raising orchids.”

Obviously, South's two-spade 
bid was extremely dangerous. It 
was probably motivated by the 
fact that the opponents had 
shown no great strength up to 
this point, but that was not a 
very sound basis for bidding. 


East might have doubled two 
spades for penalties except for 
his feeling that the opponents 
would be able to get into a Det- 
ter contract. Obviously, he was 
corect in this thought—a three 
heart bid by North would have 
fared much better. 

West opened the diamond king 
and, on sight of dummy, shifted 
to a low club Declarer should 
have put up dummy’s king, but 
like so many players who mis 
handle this particular situation, 
he played low, and East's jack 
won. A low spade was now re- 
turned and declarer, forced te 
guess, put in a low card, hoping 
to drive out the king or queen. 
Actually, this lost to the ten-spot, 
and West returned a diamond 
East collected the ace and queen 
and led a third round. Declarer 
ruffed low and led the club nine. 
West, a player with plenty of 
nerve, again ducked, and the nine 
was allowed to ride, declarer hop- 
ing to drive out the ace. East, 
however, won with the queen and 
continued diamonds, declarer 
again ruffing. Now the heart fi- 
nesse was tried. East won with 
the blank king and, realizing that 
he had forced declarer suffi- 
ciently in diamonds, returned the 
spade king. Declarer won, but 
that was his last trick. On an- 
other heart lead East ruffed, 
picked up declarer’s lone spade 
jack, and led a club to West's ace. 

By giving declarer al] possible 
oportunities to go astray (op- 
portunities which he graciously 
accepted!) the defenders  col- 
lected no fewer than ten tricka, 
holding South to the pitiful total 
of three trump tricks, and thereby 
collecting 500 points,
